The League of Nations. 


THAT the completion of a draft scheme for a League of Nations has 
been arrived at unanimously, and that it bas been drawn up in so com- 
paratively short a period, is the best testimony to the revulsion of feeling 
which the war has inspired, and to the sincerity of the determination that 
no such disaster shall again befall—at all events, before every attempt 


to avert it has been exhausted. The scheme of the League 
is a concrete attemptto substitute a_ single family of nations 
for the old methods of balanced groups—the exclusion of enemy 
Powers, we, of course, assume is but a passing phase. It is a 


formal declaration of the common interests of humanity as against 
the rival interests of individual nations. As such it takes man- 
kind on to a new road, for never before have Near East and Far 
West come together in a single political unit, and all the Nations, even 
to the ends of the earth, united to preserve Peace and advance the social 
well-being of the race. It is easy enough to find flaws in the League of 
Nations plans. There is hardly a paragraph in it which a _ skilled 
dialectician could not pick to pieces. But, in the long run, this only means 
that, to work the scheme, will need the earnest goodwill of the nations 
concerned. In thelast resort, that is the real protection of the world against 
the recurrence of war. It may be said that this'is the case with or 
without a League, and that the new body therefore leaves us very much 
where we were. But that would be to overlook the fact that the League 
does, in effect, set up a new.safeguard. Hitherto a deliberate disturber 
of the peace had only to fear public opinion. Under the new régime, he 
will take an additional risk—the risk of open treason to the League of 
which he is a member. For all that, much will have to be done to fortify 
the League, and to that great and holy purpose every endeavour should 
be bent. The nations have to be taught to bear with willingness the 
limitations of their own sovereignty. Above -all, an international con- 
science or world point of view has to be created, and it is here that Jews, 
scattered as they are throngh many a land, and with their own Scriptures 
as the very inspiration of the League, may do signal service. The day 
has gone by when the internationalism of the Jew was a curse to be 
derided. To-day it is a blessing to be invoked and to be availed of to 
the utmost by the nations hungering after solidarity and brotherhood. 
The immediate application of the League to specifically Jewish interests 
is not made clear in the draft scheme. The proposals do not show 
exactly where Palestine stands under them, nor how the liberties of Jews 
in certain European countries are, as we all hope, to be guarded by the 
League. These “ blanks,’ however, will perhaps be filled up later on. 


A Mad Crime. 


_ THe principles with which M. CLEMENC#AU has associated himself 
in respect to the settlement of the terrible problems that the War has 
thrown upon the world may not be in accord with the aspirations 
which we believe fill the majority of mankind. His reliance on 
what was at most a fiction of diplomacy for the inter-relations 
of States is, we are convinced, a mistake. The “Balance 
of Power” idea is a simple anachronism. But we do not get 
any further away from its fallacies by the outrageous shooting of 
an old man fast reaching his eightieth year, who has been bravely 
devoting his life to the service of his country in its most troublous hours ; 
because murder never was any good as an argument. The deepest 
sympathy is being universally felt for M. CLEMENCEAU, and the sincerest 
wishes expressed for his recovery. In them, Jews everywhere, whose 
loathing of violence by man to manis a keen passion, are earnestly sharing. 


The Board and the Declaration. 
WE note with pleasure that the Board of Deputies last Sunday formaily 
approved the British Declaration contained in Mr. BALFOUR'S letter to 
Lorp RorHscuiLpD—the proviso added as to the political allegiance of 
Jews outside Palestine does but reiterate an explicit and general uader- 
standing. The Board in its resolution expresses, we feel sure, the views 
and sentiments of British Jewry. It is their authorised spokesman, and the 
fact that it has taken a definite stand on Zionism and come into line with 
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‘by what 


Zionist aspirations is a point of no little significance. That the Board 


does represent the attitude of the Community as a whole on this engross- 
ing subject there can be little doubt. We observe that various principles 
were also laid down last Sunday for the application of the Declaration. 
That, it seems to us, was hardly called for by the circumstances, being 
surely a matter to be left to the Zionist organisation as such. The main 
thing was for the Board to declare itself upon the broad question, and 
that, we are happy to say, has now been done in a manner which cannot 
be misunderstood, 


An Ominous Announcement. 


THe statement was made at the meeting of the Board of Deputies on 
Sundaythat Dr. WEIZMANN andhis colleagues had already submitted to the 
Peace Conference their proposalsfor the policy whereby the British Declara- 
tion on Palestine may be brought into practical effect. If this ominous 


announcement be correct, then we are bound to say that these 
gentlemen have assumed a very serious responsibility, the resu!ts 
ot which it is impossible to foresee. It cannot be forgotten 


that, as a consequence of the war, the = world-organisation 
of Zionism fell to pieces; and although it would be pedantic 
and inadmissible to suggest that nothing should therefore have been done 
to advance the movement, still the fact remains that those who, with 
admirable public spirit took up, as best they could, the broken threads, 
possessed no mandate from Zionists as a whole—certainly none to take 
ideal, It follows that no means should have been neglected for 
ascertaining public opinion on any policy that was contemplated, before 
submitting it to the Peace Conference. Largely through the pressure 
brought to bear in our own columns and elsewhere, a special inter- 
national Zionist Conference, (since -in the ciccumstances a_ regular 
Zionist Congress was not feasible), was convened for the llth of 
this month, but the gathering was subsequently postponed until tle 
25th. If, however, the statement to which we have alluded is correct, then 
it will come together bound hand and foot. It will gather not forthe pur- 
pose of considering formulated plans for giving eflect to the Declarat on 
aud expressing its wishes in regard to them, but for the purpose mere!, 
of having set before it a scheme already sent in to the Conferences... “Tui

Surely, this is to rob the Conference of any utility, ©; 
to treat it—as well as the Zionist body, and, indeed, the whol

—with scant respect. No wonder it has been. arranged tliat 
the Conference is to be held with closed doors, that its proceedings are 
to be private and confidential, and we suppose every delegate sworn to 
secrecy-—a course, however, against which the JEWisH CHRONICLE Is 
venturing to protest. We are informing the Zionist Burean that we are 


not disposed to find space for any report of the Conference that is not 
supplied, or the accuracyof which is vouched for, by ourown representative. 
In such a case the official report we are promised we regard as useless. 


Jewish Democracy. 

Tuts sort of thing is altogether alien to the Zionist Movement. At 
the Zionist Congresses, indeed, there has been no louder champion of 
democratic principles than Dr. Wk17MANN himself. What would he have 
said if Herz. had come dewn to the Congress and flung at its head a fait 
accompli of the kind that it is mow supposed is about to be pre- 
sented to the London Conference? Why it was -Dr. WEIZMANN 
who made the welkin ring as at an_ historic Congress at Basle he 
indicted HER zt. for daring toenterinto negotiations withthe Dritish Govern- 
ment in regard to the Last Africa scheme without first obtaining a Con- 
gress mandate. Who, too, does not recollect the Zionist denunciations of 
the Grand Dukes of the It is not so long since the Zionists in this 
country were righteously wroth with the Conjoint Committee for launching 
a certain manifesto without consulting their constituent organisations, 
and managed to inflict condign punishment upon that body as the result. 
But it would reqaire a very acute dialectitian to discover any essential 
difference between the action of the Committee on that occasion, and that 
which Dr. WEIZMANN and his associates are now reported to have.taken. 
The Board of Deputies, again, surely a body not to be ignored, 
particularly when it shows the sympathy of the present Board with a 
British Government Declaration ona Jewish matterof supremeimportance 
complained last Sunday of the cavalier manner in which Dr. WrizZMANN 
and those associated with him had treated it on this very matter. 
It may be that exigencies at Paris prevented further delay in the presenta. 
tion of the Zionist plans. But the Declaration has been before the world 
since November, 1917. In the interval, even since the Armistice, there 
has surely been time to call a Conference. At any rate, there 
bas been ample time in which to have made the Jewish people acquainted 
with the national claim that was to be made in their name. But although 
we have repeatedly asked for such information, as have several corre- 
spondents through our columns, none worth speaking about has been 
vouchsafed. The vital wrong which, by this conduct of Zionist affairs, 
is being done, cannot, to our mind, be fully counterbalanced, even 
success may aitend the efforts of Dr. WEIZMANN 
and his co-workers at Paris. For Herzi, by his great move- 
ment, gave to the Jewish people not alone a new hope for their 
national regeneration in Palestine, but something equally valuable—he 
created the means for a Jewish democracy which wou!ld breathe fresh 
vitality into the Jewish body politic, shou'd release it from its Ghetto system 
of petty autocracies, and open out for it a worthy future. The methods 
of which we are complaining sin most grievously against that high 
purpose, just as they are at variance with all the best democratic 
thought of to-day. Wecan only trust devoutly that the announcement 
made last Sunday was made in error, for otherwise a sad blow, we fear, has 
been dealt to a movement which is the most treasured hope of our people. 
And, moreover, these methods must tend in the long run to prejudice and 
wreck any plan or scheme, however favourable, for establishing a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine ; and that, indeed, is our main purpose in 
speaking plainly upon a matter concerning which we know there is wide 
discontent. Treatment which is popularly associated with the ways of 
the old Prussian Bureaucratic régime will certainly—we are proud to 
think--never be successful with the Jewish people. Our most fervent 
wish is to see the best plans formulated and carried into execution for

i is to be feared that exactness of statement is nota forte with the 
League of British Jews. A member of that fraternity of smug 
unctiousness and complacent self-satisfaction, writes : 
I observe that Sir Charles Henry's protest against the inclusion of 
Sir A. Mond among “ Jewish ” members of Parliament has been answered 
most irrelevantly. We are told that Sir Alfred has identified himself with 
the Anglo-jewish Association. But this otherwise creditable action is no 
test of Judaism. Unless Il am very much in error, the constitution of the 
Association enacts no religious test for membership or office. 
Well, the gentleman ts "' very much in error” for Clauses 3 and 4 of the 
Constitution of the Anglo-Jewish Association provide that membership 
(subscribing and honorary) is confined to “ persons professing the Jewish 
Religion.” So as Sir Charles Henry found objection to the inclusion 
of the name of Sir Alfred Mond ina list of Jews who are Members of 
Parliament, on the alleged score of bis not being Jew, it was, as I pointed 
out, the duty of Sir Charles, as ‘ Councillor ’’ of the Anglo- Jewish Associa- 
tion to have obtained long ago the removal of his colleague from that 
body. Thus it would seem quite clear that, as 1 suggested, not Sir 
Alfred's religious views, but hisrecent big donation toa Zionist fund, moved 
Sir Charles Henry; and, therefore, the religions business was only a 
pretence—and a pretty mean and hypocritical one at that! 


W HY my reply was irrelevant the Leaguer does not venture to explain, 
obviously because he cannot; for when a man is a member of an 
organisation to which only those professing the Jewish religion can by 
the constitution belong, it onght to occur to even a Leaguer that there is 
strong evidence of the man professing the Jewish religion. But he goes on 
pontifically to enquire : ‘ Did sir A. Mond ever deny that he professes 
the Jewish religion? Has he since withdrawn any such denial ?"’ Surely 
a very moderate questionnaire! 1 would suggest an extension: Did Sir

Major J. B. Cohen’s Maiden Speech. 


A PATHETIC PLEA FOR DISABLED SOLDIERS. 

On Friday last the Parliamentary correspondent of the Daily Mail wrote: 

Major Cohen, who lost his legs in battle, like Squire Widdington at Chevy Chase, 
made his maiden speech to an interested !louse this afternoon. He had the front 
corner seat on the Treasury side, next to the cross-benches. A composed, porlyt 
man, perfectly groomed, with complexion and features of the handsome Jewish type, 
he showed no traces of his honorable affliction; for the modern maker of artificia 
limbs has become very expert in his. craft, Raising himself with some difficulty as 
he caught the Speakers eye, Major Cohen claimed the indulgence of the House 
for permission to speak seated; The Speaker accorded instantly with a wave of the 
arm, and hearty cheers from ali parts of the House showed that Members were of one 
mind on the matter. Majgr Cohen, from his corner seat, spoke quietly, briefly and 
well. He has the educated accent of the public school and the manly modesty of the 
soldier. The subject under discussion, an amendment to the Address to the Throne, 
expressing dissatisfaction with the pensions give to the disabled sailors and soldiers, was 
one on which he was peculiarly qualified to speak. He said he took an interest in the 
subject, for he was a disabled soldier himself. (Sympathetic cheers.) He made a 
touching allusion to the friendly courtesy extended to him by the Speaker and all the 
Members, which he said he regarded not as personal to himself, but as showing a 
general sympathy for disabled men. Major Cohen expressed himself in favour ola 
scheme for apprénticing disabled men to private firms, leaving the men to choose 
their own trades. He urged that a disabled man did not want to sit at home for the 
rest of his days with nothing to look forward to but the drawing of his pension. 
(A cheer of friendly approval followed the speech.) Mr. Will Crooks, one of the 
kindliest of souls, crossed the House to congratulate the new Member, and other 
Members followed the example.

The Pogroms at Berditcheff and Zhitomir. 
CopENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 


The Government of Ukraine appointed a commission to inquire into the 

roms at Berditcheff and Zhitomir. It is headed by the Ukraine Minister, 
Mt. Vinitchenko, and our coreligionists are represented on it by Engineer 
Temkin, the Rabbi of Elizabetgrad, and by Dr. Shwartzman, It has been 
definitely established that the Cossacks took a leading part in the riots, and the 
Government decided to court-martial the rioters. , 

At Zhitomir, a great many Jewish shops were demolished, and according 
to some reports, the number of Jews killedamount to 200, and of wounded to 
800: but, so far, only the names of two killed, Berfus and Pugatch, have 
reached me. 

At Berditcheff, the material losses are said to amount to 20,000,000 roubles 
A number of Jews were killed, and the victims include MM. Bolechover, 
Blutstein, Burstein, Bistritzky, Gurvitz, Hendler, Wainstein, Waldman, 
Zavilonski, Mazan, Nutz, Fishson, Kushnur, and Razitzky. The funeral of 
the victims was a most impressive demonstration of Jewish grief. Practically 
the whole Jewish population participated in the procession, and heart- 
rending orations were delivered at the graves. 

On hearing of the Government's intentions to punish the rioters, the 
ringleaders of the latter endeavoured to induce the President of the Berditcheff 
Municipality, who is a Jew, to issue a declaration to the effect that no anti- 
Semitic pogrom occurred there, and that the disturbances were merely fights 
with the Bolsheviki. The President of the Municipality declined, however, to 
comply with their request, and indeed, the hundreds of demolished shops 
would have stood as evidence against such an attempt to hide the truth. 


COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 

A message from Berditcheff states that a large number of Jewesses were dis- 
honoured during the pogrom. Regulations which are tantamount to semi-martial 
law were issued after the riots, and had the effect of preventing further anti- 
Semitic outbreaks. During the pogrom, Jewish drivers were forced to remove 
goods belonging to Jews to the villages and place them in the houses of the 
rioters. The drivers were subsequently found murdered, doubtless to prevent 
them from giving evidence as to the hiding-places of the robbed property. 

THREE MILLION ROUBLES GRANTED. 


Thanks to the efforts of the Minister for Jewish Affairs, M. Rewatzky, the 
Government of Ukraine granted three million roubles to the pogrom sufferers 
at Berditcheff and Zhitomir. The relief is being distributed by the local Jewish 
communities, 


Disturbances in Rumania. 


A POGROM AND ITS SEQUEL. 


BALE, February 19th. 
Budapest telegrams report that violent scenes took place at Hermanstadt 


on the night of Saturday, Feburary 15. A Jewish pogrom developed into acts 


of pillage and sanguinary encounters, in the course of which Rumanian 
soldiers are declared to have been guilty of excesses.—Reuter. 


Food for Polish Jews. 


Reuter's Agency is informed that the Jewish situation in Poland and 
Lithuania is such that thousands are starving and tens of thousands clamouring 
for permission to join their relatives in the United States. 

The Jewish Joint Distribution Committee of America has cabled the Zionist 
Bureau that it has sent a million dollar cargo on the food ship “ Westward Ho,” 
which is due at Copenhagen about the 20th of February. Unfortunately the 
“Westward Ho” is entirely unsuitable for the transportation of passengers who 
wish to sail on it to the United States. The Distribution Committee, however, 
promises its assistance to the relatives of citizens of the United States later, 
when transportation facilities are available. 


Anti-Jewish Atrocities in Hungary. 
COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 
At Havasmezo, the Jewish Community is in a state of panic, the Rabbi 
having received a letter by hand during a Saturday morning service at the 
Synagogue, in which the Ruthenian anti-Semitic Union demanded that all Jews 
should leave the town. The Union threatened to organise a pogrom in the 
event of the Jews choosing to remain there. Our coreligionists approached the 
authorities on the matter, and the Mayor formed a guard to protect the Jews. 
At Borsa, Ruthenians shot a Jew and his wife, and plundered their goods. 
At Karacsonfalva, Ruthenian hooligans shot a Jew and a Jewess, but the 
criminals were arrested. 


The New Germany and the Jewish Problems. 

ZURICH [F.O.C.] 
The leaders of New Germany were not slow in recognising that the Allied 
policy towards the Jews, especially that pursued by England and America, 
captured the hearts of the Jews in all countries, whereas the deeds of the old 
masters of Germany left the latter friendless among Jewry. With a view to 
mending matters, the ruling circles in Germany intend to issue a declaration 
in favour of the creation gf a Jewish National Home in Palestine, as well as in 
support of the Jewish claims for equal rights in all countries and national 
minority rights in certain States. In the event of the appearance of sucha 
declaration, it will also be made clear that the German delegates to the Peace 
Conference will support its terms, and abandon the old German policy 
which was pledged to support the Turkish objections to a Jewish Palestine, 


Jewish Leader Arrested in Galicia. 

COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 
The President of the Jewish National Council of Yaroslav and leader 
of the local Zionists, Dr. Rosenberger, was arrested and taken to Cracow, 
where he wae interned 4s a political suspect. The authorities, in reply to 
various representations, stated that the military officials insisted on his deten- 
tion for the period of the war, 


At the instance of M. Abraham Moryusef, of Larache, and of the Magen 
David Society, concessions have been made to the Jewish boarders at the 
French College in Tangiers, A kasher kitchen will be provided, classes for the 
study of Hebrew will be instituted, and the students will be permitted to attend 
Synagogue on their Sabbaths and festivals. 

The African World records the sudden death at Gatooma of Mr. 
Nathaniel Aaron Arnold, of Salisbury. Mr. Arnold was one of the best known 
men in Rhodesia; he had a wide circle of friends, extending from the north to 
the east coast and from Bulawayo to Johannesburg, and was the possessor of a 
remarkable and convincing personality, combined with business ability. His 
varied forms of activity were particularly associated with gold and base metal 
mining.

He was one of 
the founders of the Salisbury Hebrew Congregation, of which he was President 

for several years. 


THE LATE MR. STEPHANY’'S SUCCESSOK, 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Gaardians took place last Monday at the 
Offices. The President, Mr. LEoNaRD Couen, presided. 

The PRESIDENT moved a recommendation of the Executive Committee, 
that the report of the sub-Committee appointed to select candidates forthe post 
of Secretary of the Board be adopted, and that the Board be recommended to 
appoint Lieutenant H. K. Sein, at present ia charge ot the Second Army Wire. 
less Signal Office in Germany, at a salary at the rate of £500 net per anoum, 
to be increased to 4600 per annum in the event of the agreement being 
continued, In moving the adoption of the recommendation, the President 
referred to the brilliant career of Lieut. Stein. That officer had, previous 
to his entry in the Army, ia 1915, a distinguished academic career 
at Balliol College, and had taken courses at the Universities of Grenoble 
and Heidelberg. In 1910 he was elected Williams Exbibitioner of Balliol 
College in Mathematics, granted school leaving exhibition; in 1911 he 
obtained Ist Class Honours in the first public examination for the B.A. degree 
in Mathematics ; in 1913 he was elected Holt Scholar of the Honourable 
Society of Gray's Inn; in 1914 he obiained 1st Class Honours in Jurisprudence 
in the final examination for B.A. degree; and in 1915 he obtained Ist Class 
Honours in the examination for degree of Bachelor of Civil Law. I[t 
was felt that the brilliant career which Mr, Stein bad had justified the 
highest hopes that he would find in the difficult post to which the Board was 
asked to elect him ample scope for his talents and abilities. It wow'd be 
recognised that it would take Mr. Stein some little time to adapt himself to his 
new surroundings, but he (Mr. Cohen) was confident that every member of 
the Board would be anxious to assist him in his difficult task 
He (Mr, Cohen) was desired by the Executive to say that had not Mr. Stein 
presented himself, they would have sent up the name of Mr. Benjamin, the 
accountant, who was one of the candidates. Mr. Benjamin was one of the 
Board's most able and conscientious officials, and they bad the highest opinion 
of his capacity. On hearing of the intention of the Selection Committee to 
nominate Mr. Stein, Mr. Benjamin was anxious to withdraw his candidature so 
As not to embarrass the Executive, but they preferred that it should remain, as 
it would give him (Mr. Cohen) the opportunity of saving those few words and 
explaining the facts to the Board. He would also like to say, on behalf of the 
Honorary Officers, that Mr. Berman, in circumstances of considerable difficulty, 
had discharged with great zeal and industry the duties of Secretary in addition 
to his other work, and that the Board was much indebied to him for his 
assistance. 

Mr. P. S. WALEy, in seconding the motion, said that, apart from his 
scholastic attainments, Lieut. Stein possessed a charming manner. 

The motion was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Arthur Stiebel was appointed a Trustee of the funded property of 
the Board. 

The annual meeting was fixed for March 30th. The hope was expressed 
that more members of the institution would attend. 

In accordance with the resolution of the Board, passed on October 14th. 
Mr. M. Cash was, at the suggestion of the Association of Jewish Friendly 
Societies, elected a member of the Board. 

The following were invited to form a Sub-Committee to prepare a scheme 
for the administration of the Gerald G. Samuel Fund and premises, and to 
report to the Board: Rev. J. F. Stern, Major E. M. Joseph, O.B.E , Cap: 
Basil O. Henriques, and Mr. Charles E. Sebag-Montefiore, together with the 
President, Treasurer, and Hon. Secretary. 

The Treasurer reported the receipt of the following :

MAJOR LAURIE MAGNUS ON ZIONISTS AND ZIONISM. 

A meeting was held on Sunday at the West Hampstead Town Hall, at 
which Sir Marcus Samuel, Bart., was to have presided. In his unavoidable 
absence, Mr. M. A. GREEN occupied the Chair. 

Major LAURIE MAGNUS said the League was to be congratulated, if nbt on 
its supporters, at least on the quality of the support attached toit. He knew of no 
communal organisation so remarkable in the personnel of its membership, alike in 
its inclusions and its exclusions. There was no room in it for men and women 
who, while claiming the privilege of Jewish descent, declined the obligations of 
Jewish faith, They had refused membership to such half-baked Jews, who 
refused to transmit their inheritance to their offspring, Jews who threw away 
their protective armour, Jews with a past but nofurure. They excluded foreign 
Jews. There was no room in their Association for men and women who were not 
British subjects in nationality. Their critics in this respect failed to understand, 
either from wilful design or from woful lack of intelligence, that they were 
united in a.national cause, and that a Union of this kind must exclude foreign 
members. They would ally themselves with foreign societies of the same 
type. He could conceive of Leagues of French, American, Spanish or Italian 
Jews for the protection of the civic rights of their own religious minorities, British 
Jews had no civic rights abroad. Hecould also imagine a Jewi h League in 
this country to which foreign Jews would be eligible and welcome, but the 
League of British Jews existed to uphold their status as British subjects in the 
full exercise of religious freedom. 

As regarded the inclusions, the League was unique. To the names of the 
President of the United Synagogue, the President of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues, and the President of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, Major Lionel de 
Rothschild, Lord Swaythiing,and Mr. Claude Montefiore, wasadded till hisdeath 
last year that of Mr. Herbert Lousada, then Chairman of the Council of the 
West London Synagogue of British Jews. In the past, political feuds had never 
sundered them, but they had been split by Orthodoxy and Reform. Jews in 
various camps had prayed apart till 1917, when they united to uphold the 
inviolable dogma that there was no national test for Judaism, as there was no 
religious test for Englishmen. These leaders of different types must at least be 
finding common ground in their religion. A League of Jewish religious sections 
was not more impossible than the League of Nations. As Jews, they were 
moved by the will to Zion, a Zion whose walls would be built to music, not a 
Jerusalem of the ordnance survey map. Would they exchange that for the will 


to Weizmann, or the comfort of Sokolow and his friends? 


The third of the three principal purposes of the League was “to facilitate 
the settlement in Palestine of such Jews as might desire to make Palestine 
their home.” They welcomed the support of the British Government to the 
traditional policy as to settlement of Jewish colonists in Palestine, and awaited 
with considerable interest the decision of the Peace Conference as to the 
pace at which that policy was to be pursued. Meanwhile, they were con- 
cerned as Jews and Englishmen to defend certain rights and duties. 
Their aim was to uphold the status of British Jews. Were they not 
bound by their ancestors’ pledge in 1858? The battle then won con- 
stituted their Anglo-Jewish Waterloo. Could a Macaulay, pleading in the 
House of Commons of to-day, deny that many Jews considered “ England not as 
their country but merely as their place of exile?” Surely it was the Jews them- 
selves, misled by false prophets, using the Divine Name, who were responsible 
for the disaster of this change. They blamed the anti-Semites, who, even in 
the columns of the English Press, to-day denied the nationality of British states- 
men because they were Jews, and recommended that English Jews, “if any or 
all of them could not be repatriated in Palestine, should have a peculiar or 
privileged position like a recognised colony of foreigners.” He quoted that 
sentence from the New Witness, in an article dealing with his own writings. 
Again and again he had tried to refute these false witnessesto Zion. But the 
mischief was not confined to anti-Semites. The other day a resolution of Jews 
in Prague was couched in almost identical terms, and nearer home the news- 
papers of political Zionists in this country, among which he included the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, played into the hands of anti-Semites by their advocacy 
of national aims for a community which won its civil liberty as a religious sect 
of loyal Englishmen without reserve. It was at least a curious, if not aa 
ominous, sign that the growth of anti-Semitism in this country kept pace with 
the growth of political Zionism. 

So their status was indeed endangered. The Zionists made it a scorn and 
the anti-Semites made it a reproach to them, and the League of British Jews 
decided, ig November, 1917, that it was time to rescue it from the scornful and 
to lift it_ above rebuke. For this right to sit in Parliament was, after 
all, merely a symbol of a status which was cherished by Englishmen 
who were Jews as much as by Englishmen of other creeds. What was 
given by an Act of Parliament could be so taken away. The 
Jewish Relief Act of 1858 might be repealed in 1919, if Zionists convinced 
anti-Semites that the Jews were a nation in Palestine and if anti-Semites 
prevailed upon Parliament to legislate them into foreigners in England. But 
no Parliament could take away the passionate love of English Jews for the 
country which sealed their emancipation. Was there any Jewess widowed by 
war or bereaved of her son who did not repudiate with horror the lying doctrine 
of a double nationality? The dead of yesterday rose from their shallow 
graves in Flanders and Gallipoli to say that the utmost sacrifice was only paid 
to the highest cause. Political Zionism might take another form a 
few years hence when the influence of German Jews in Palestine 
might be attracting attention from the suzerain power Already, 
Mr. Zangwill wrote in the League of Nations Journal, while we were 
still in a state of war with Germaay, “of course even ex-enemy Jews 
must help to rebuild Palestine.” Jewish nationalisation in the Pro'ean 
changes of political geography and diplomacy could never be the prophets’ 
Zion. He could sympathise with Dr. Weizmann’s anxiety to advertise 
spiritual support for his political ambition, and add the name of Isaiah 
to the prospectus of a Jewish Palestine. Mr. Zangwill wrote with more 
truth than taste, “Since there is this longing for Palestine, let us 
make capital of it—capital that will return its safe percentage.” He 
referred again to Mr. Zangwill the more appropriately, as a false witness to 
Zion, because his recent appearance on the platform of a public meeting which 
paid homage to the memory of German Bolshevists, branded him as a false 
witness to England. The League of British Jews existed as a protest against 
this sordid view. As Englishmen they admitted no political after-thought, no 
second thoughts in patriotism. They kept the distinction clear, irrespective of 
foreign doctors and native journalists, between their religion and their 
nationality. He for one would never willingly compromise on this issue. 

Referring, in conclusion, to Mr. Balfour's preface to M. Sokolow's forth- 
coming book, Major Magnus said the Foreign Secretary had approached his 
examination of Judaism as a pupil of the political Zionists with such an outlook 
as must have narrowed his vision and tended to vitiate his conclusions. He 
had been misinformed. There was no inter-relation whatever between the 
Jewish religion and any country on earth. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN, in proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
pleaded for a common groand where members of the League of British 
Jews could talk things over with those of the other side. He 


thought it essential far their cammunity that they should not be divided among 


themselves, He recalled the Bible picture ef Samson handed bound to the 
Philistines, and dreading only lest his own people. should raise their hands 
against him. Provided !ews stood together they could face the world, but they 
could not affuru co be decimated by internal strife, above all in these difficult 
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times. A writer in the JewisH CHRONICLE had good-humouredly suggested 
to him as a title for a sermon: “ Why I am (or am not) a Zionist.” That 
writer had displ@yed considerable knowledge of bis (Mr. Green's) character. 
They all loved the ideals of Zionism. They all wanted to be Zionists. Non- 
Zionists must remember that political Zionists had bad much to make them 
what they were, and Zionists must not underrate the importance of the Anglo-

But there, we must not expect too much from one who, like Major i 
Magnus, poor fellow, is evidently suffering badly {rom a really serious obsession, ' 
if not a series of obessions. How else account for an otherwise reasonab e gentle- : 
man indulging in what the Americans call “flapdoodle,” by referring to the : 
gaining of the permission for Jews to sit in Parliament as a “ Jewish Waterloo,” 
or displaying bis crass ignorance of Bolshevism by so describing the political 
creed of Liebknecht and Kosa Luxemburg, or again descending to mere vulgar 
rudeness concerning everyone who ventures to disagree from bim, from Mr. : 
Balfour downwards? His is really a sad case, for he takes himself not only 
seriously but tragically. His babbi:ing does not permit us to regard his 
utterances in the former sense, while with our knowledge of him we refuse to ) : 


contemplate him in the latter. There is much good in him, and we believe it 
will assert itself when the present aberration shall have passed away. Not 
irreverently we hope, we would say, for the sake of the Community and its ft 
credit among the British public, may it be speedily in our days! And when we 
say that we mean it literally, and not in the mystical (and nonsensical) sense 
that does Major Magnus, as in his prayers he tells us he applies that invocation )

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A ZIONIST SCHEME ADOPTED. 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Deputies was held on Sunday at 
Jews’ College. Sir Sruart M. Samvet, the President, presided. 


THE JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE AND THE PEACE 
CONFERENCE. 

The PRESIDENT reported that an appeal had been issued by the President 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association and himself with a view to raising the sum of 
£1,000 towards the expenses of the secretariat in Paris and / 500 towards the 
expenses of the Board. Previously, Mr. Leopold de Kothschild used to go to 
Messrs. Rothschild to ask them for sums required for carrying on the work of 
the Board. He thought the Board would agree that that system ought not to 
continue, and that, whilst recognising the great munificence of Messrs. 
Rothschild, the independence of the Board and its self-respect necessitated 
that fundsshou!d be provided by itself forcarryingonitswork, Thepresent demand 
was exceptional in view of the necessity of British Jews being represented at Paris 
during the sittings of the Peace Conference. The Board had also undertaken 
to increase the salary of its Secretary. He mentioned that / 500 had been raised 
(most of which had been promised for two years) in donations of /25, 
but he hoped members of the Board who could not afford so large a 
donation would help to raise the further sum required. The position that the 
representative of the British Jews took in the negotiations in Paris was 
exceptional, and a leading one. The policy formulated by the Conjoint Com- 
mittee had been adopted by the representatives of the Jews throughout the 
world. They had reason to be proud of the position occupied by their repre- 
sentative, and there was great reason to hope that an amelioration of the lot of 
the Jews in Eastern Europe would result from the deliberations now proceeding. 
(Cheers.) 


AN ALIENS COMMITTEE. 


The SoLicitrorR AND SECRETARY read a further reply from the Home 
Office to the Board's representatives in regard to the return of Jewish volunteers 
who had served in the Russian Army but who were now refused re-admission 
here, and whose families were suftering privations, The Home Office stated that 
the men could not be allowed to re-enter this country. . , 

Mr. E. SevaG-MONTEFIORE stated thata Government Committee had heen 
set up, representing various departments, for dealing with all aliens questions. 
He had been invited to serve on the Committee, and he promised to interest 
himself in any questions of a general character that might be brought to his 
notice. 

The PRESIDENT said that they had heard Mr. Montefore’s statement 
with considerable satisfaction, and he hoped that gentleman would deal with this 
particularcase, These men ought to be allowed to return. It was, hethought, 
a distinct breach of the Government s pledge to them under the Anglo-Russian 
Military Convention. | 

Mr. N. LASKt said that a gross injustice was being done to these Russians 
He mentioned that naturalisation had been refused to Russians who had served 
in the British Army, in spite of the Government's promises. 

Dr. JOCHELMANN Said that these questions were soimportant that a special 
committee of the Board should be set up to deal with them, 

Mr. H. S. ©. HENRIOUES supported this suggestion, and the following 
were elected to serve with the hon. officers on the Committee: Dr, 
Jochelmann, Mr. H. S. ©.

REPORT OF THE JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE. 


The report of the Conjoint Committee was submitted. The following is 
the text of the report :-— 
Meetings of the Joint Foreign Committee were held on January 23th and 
February 4th. 
THE PEACE CONFERENCE 

At the meeting on January 238th the Committee considered the report of the 

Secretary on his visit to Paris. The object of Mr. Wolt's journey was to 
establish a machinery in Paris for the co-ordination of the work of the various 
Jewish Delegations to the Peace Conference. At the time of Mr. Wolf's visit the 
only Delegations represented were those of the Joint Committee, the Alliance Israélite 
and the Zionist Organisation. A conference of representatives,of these bodies was 
held and a scheme for the establishment of a central bureau, presented on behalf of the 
Joint Committee, was adopted. The bureau will have its headquarters at the offices of 
the Alliance Israélite, and will consist of the Secretaries of the various Jewish Delega- 
tions which will be admitted to join the bureau as they arrive. Meanwhile, a Com- 
mission appointed by the Alliance Israélite, and including representatives of the Joint 
Committee and the Zionist Organisation, will prepare ail the necessary documents ia 
accordance with a plan drawn up by the Jornt Committee for submission to a plenary 
meeting of the Delegations to be held lateron. These documents will eventually be 
presented to the Peace Conference. In cases o! emergency the Commission will act 
at once under the authority of such [Iv legat.ons as may be represented in Paris. The 
scheme has been approved by all the leading members of the Franco-Jewish com. 
munity, including Baron Edmond de Rothschild, and its utility has been recognised 
by the official representatives of Great Kritain in Paris. The tormula of Jewish 
rights embodied in the Memorial addressed to {is Majesty's Government on 
December 2nd, 1918, by the Joint Committee, has been provisionally adopted by the 
Commission, Owing to the difficulty of obtaining an adequate and direct representa- 
tion of the large community of Polish Jews, the Commission decided toask the British 
and French Governments to instruct their special Missions in Poland to obfain from 
representative Jewish bodies in that country a statement of the views they would wish 
the Central Bureau to place belore the Peace Conference, and applications to this 
effect were at once addressed to the British Delegation in Paris,.and the French 
Ministry of Foreign Aftairs, by the representatives of the Joint Committee and the 
Alliance Israélite. 

Mr. Wolf's report was approved and he was instructed to return io Paris as soon 
as possible to continue the work, | 

The following resolution was also adopted: “That this Committee recommend 
the Koard of Deputies to appoint Sir Stuart M. Samuel and Lord Rothschild as its 
delegates to Paris, and the Anglo-Jewish Association, Mr. C. G. Montefiore and Lord 
Swaythling as its delegates.” 

It was further resolved: © Thatin the event of any of the delegates being unable, 
through illness or otherwise, to proceed to Paris, the Committeé shall have power to 
appoint a substitute.” 

Under the authority of the Presidents, the text of the formula of Jewish Rights, 
which the Joint Committee have proposed for insertion in the Treaty of Peace, was 
published in the Jewish CHRONICLE on January 17th, 1919. A volume entitled 
“ Notes on the Diplomatic History of the Jewish Question,’ prepared by Mr. Lucien 
Wolf, and embodying ail the most important public documents relating to the inter- 
national aspects of Jewish emancipation, has been published by the Jewish Historical 
Society, under an arrangement with the Joint Committee, and copies are now being 
widely distributed among the Plenipotentiaries to the Peace Conference and public 
men in the chief countries of Europe. A further volume, consisting of the diplomatic 
correspondence on the Rumanian Question, is ready to be printed as soon as the 
necessary sanction has been obtained from His Majesty s Government. 


PALESTINE AND THE BRITISH DECLARATION, 


The resolutions of the parent bodies removing the embargo on the consideration 
of the Palestine Question by the Joint Committee have entailed the preparation of a 
definite ‘poticy on that question. It has been discussed at several meetings of the 
Committeé, and the following statement of policy was adopted on February 4th 

The Joint Foreign Committee approve the Declaration of His Majesty's Govern. 
ment on the Palestine Question contained in a letter addressed to Lord Rothschild by 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs uoder date of November 2, 1917, it being 
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understood that nothiag in that letter shall. be held to imply that Jews constitute a 
separate political nationality all over the world, or that Jewish citizens of countries 
outside Palestine owe political allegiance to the Government of that country. 

The Joint Foreign Committee are of opinion that, in regard to any Organic Statute 
or Constitution which. the Peace Conference or the new Suzerain of Palestine may 
frame for the government of that country, the tollowiog points should be urged on 
behalf of the Anglo Jewish community 

. 1, That the sovereignty of Palestine be vested in Great Britain, with a 

mandate to carry out the Declaration of November 2nd, 1917. 

.. 2. That the boundaries of the new Palestine be so drawn as to afford room 

and favourable conditions for a large settlement of Jews, care being taken to safe 

guard the vested interests and rights of the existing non-Jewish population. 

’. That the political, economic and mora! organisation of the country be 
such as to facilitate the increase and self-governtnent of the Jewish population 
with aview to its eventual predominance in the government of the State, io 
accordance with the principles of democracy 

4. That forthe whole population of Palestine there shall be complete religious 
equality before the Law. 

5. That no political or cconomic privileges or preferences be created ia 
favour of any race or religious community 
' 6 That the Hebrew language be recognised and employed as the of cial 
language of the Jewish population. 

7. That the Jewish Sabbath and holy days be recognised as legal days of rest 
for Jews, and that yee observing them be not constrained to abstain trom work 
on the holy days of other religious communities. 

8. That the Centra! Authority of the Jewish population be empowered to 
enact and administer a system of education for the Jews of Palestine with Hebrew 
as the medium of imstruction, subject to the right of any school not in receipt of 
public funds to decline the system. 

9. That the control of the Jewish Holy Places in Palestine be reserved to the 

Tews on the same footing as the Christian and Mohammedan Lloly Places are con 

trolled by-their respective religious communities. 

With regard to the administrative machinery of the ‘ National Home " and its 
relations to the Sovereign Power, the Joint Committce have no detailed proposals to 
make at this moment. They deprecate, however, any permanent scheme of external 
Jewish control.or interference such as might impair the growth of a healthy system ol 
local self-government, 

RUMANIA. 


The action of the Rumanian Government in publishing a Decree-Law on the 
Jewish Question on the eve of the Peace Conference has engaged the earnest 
attention of the Committee The text of this Decree-Law has not yet been 
received, although it was promised to Mr. Wolf by the Rumanian delegates whom he 
metin Paris. It is understood that the Law provides for the emancipation of the 
Rumanian Jews undercertain conditions,~but inasmuch as it requires to be legalised 
by a Constituent Assembly, winchcannot be held for some time yet, the Committee 
ire of opinioadhat if cannot accepled-as a final solution of the Jewish (uestion 
The Committee have accordingly resolved to continue their eftorts to obtain a solution 
from the Peace Conference. 

THE POGROMS 

The Committee continue to receive disturbing accounts of outbreaks against 
the Jews in Eastern and South-Eastern Europe owing very largely to the 
solitical transformations in those countries and the delay in establishing the 
new authoritiés on a firmly organised basis. In Poland, the pogroms have apparently 
subsided. The projected mission to that conntry on bebalt of the Joint Committee is 
in active preparation, and it is hoped that Mr. Prag may be able to leave for Warsaw 
very shortly. In Hungary and Bohemia, anti-Jewish excesses seem to have been on 4 
large scale, and much distress-has been caused by them. The anti-Semitic move- 
ment appears also to have reached Saloaitka. The documents relating to these 
dey lorable iecidents have been referred4o the new Paris bureau, with a request that 
they shall be brought under the notice of the Delegations of the Powers in Paris. 


The PRESIDENT, in submitting the Report, stated that he did not agree » 


with all its terms. 

- Lorp Roruscuitp said that he associated himself with what the 
President had said. He also did not hold himself responsible for that 
document. 

- Dre. S, Datcues said that to accept the report as it stood would be a 
flagrant breach of trust on the part of the Board. 

Me. Josern Praca, J.P., expressed surprise that the President should damn 
with faint praise a document drawn up by a Committee of which he was one of the 
co-Presidents. He(Mr. Prag) would deal with itsterms, asthe responsible officers 
of the Board had not chosen to do so. The President had told them of the lead- 
ing position which the British Delegation occupied at the Parts Conference. 
In regard to the general questions dealt with in the report affecting the Jews in 
Eastern Europe, there was no difference of opinion among Jews anywhere. 
They were fighting for. religious: equality for the Jews of all countries. At 
the present time, when so many changes of ‘territory were taking place 
and Jews were being transferred from their original countries to 
countries that had not always granted them equal rights, they 
would recognise how necessary it was that the most extreme vigilance should 
be concentrated upon those new countries. Take the case of Poland, where 
five million Jews would be transferred to the new Government, many of whom 
were formerly under Germany or Austria, where they had been in the enjoy- 
ment of. comparatively complete freedom and not subject to persecution 
except of a passive character. . Now there was the fearful danger that the 
passive form of anti-Semitism might be changed under Polish rule into an 
active policy of repression, and an attempt made either to drive the Jews out of 
the country or to prevent them from earning a livelihood there. It was there- 
fore of the utmost importance that upon this momentous occasion they should 
have bad some guidance from the leaders of the Board of Deputies, but they 
had not given them any. This was the psychological moment, and they were 
entitled to a clear expression of the views of the heads of that organisation. 


He turned to the Zionist question. _ No declaration of policy had been placed — 


before the Jews of the world. They had waited patiently for the Zionist 
Organisation to give them some lead as to the lines on which they 
were going to endeavour to inaugurate this new era for the Jewish 
people. There had been tentative schemes propositions had been made, 
and then at the last moment they were told that these propositions were no 
longer the ones to be relied upon, because new proposals would be formulated 
and laid before the Conference. They had had no information since that date. 
They had reason to complain of the want of candour displayed by the Zionists 
when so much was at stake. In these circumstances, it was felt by the 
Joint Committee that they ought to formulate what was felt by British Jews 
upon this impostant question, aad in that report they had laid down a series of 
propositions which .be thought wou'd commend themselves to all the Jews of 
this country and would be the basis of a very satisfactory settlement of the 
Valestiniany question. They must not forget that they could not establish a new 
country in a few moments or by a stroke of the pen. He had had practical 
experience in the colonisation of Palestine, and he knew that it would take fifty 
or a hundred years before it would be possible to get a sufficient body of Jews 
in Palestine able to support themselves properly and become the basis of the 
new Jewish commonwealth. They proposed that Palestineshould be placed under 
the «gis of a great sovereign Power, so that the Jews might have an oppor- 
tunity of developing their own capacities, and in course of time produce capable 
Jewish administrators, They did not want Palestine to go under a League of 
Nations. They did not want multiplecontrol. They had seen the disadvantage 
of that in Egypt. With conflicting influences at work in Palestine they would 
produce a kind of Bolshevism which would be a great danger. Only undera 
liberty-loving country like Great Britain would the country be able to develop 
properly. That was the first proposition which the Joint Committee 
recommended to them. ™ 

tr. J. KLEIN at this stage drew attention to the fact that the report of the 
Joint Committee was .marked “confidential,” and he asked whether the 
Press would be at liberty to report the proceedings. 
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The PRESIDENT said that he proposed later to take the view of the Board on 
the matter. His own opinion was in favour of publication. 

Mr. PRAG, continuing, strongly urged that the fullest publicity should be 
given to these important matters. Proceeding to deal with paragraph 2 of the 
report, be said that the Jews claimed equal rights in every country in which 
they lived, and it was only fitting that they should desire to see that similar 
conditions prevailed for all peoples in Palestine. The people mainly concerned 
were the Arabs. The Zionists were desirous of putting these people under 
special disabilities. 

LorD ROTHSCHILD strongly protested against that suggestion. 

Mr. PrAG said that if the Zionists did not actually propose this, such 
suggestions had been made. He briefly referred to the other paragraphs of the 
report, which he commended to the support of the Board. 

Mr. H. S. ©. HENRIQUES urged that the Board should be told what the 
main objections of the President and Lord Rothschild to the report were. _. 

LORD ROTHSCHILD said that they had heard a very interesting speech from 
Mr. Prag, and he did not disagree with the main propositions which he tad 
brought forward, but there was one section of the report on Palestine with 
which he could not agree. When they heard from him what possible interpre- 
tation might be put upon it, they would see why he objected toit. Clause §, 
in his opinion, ruled out the mandatory part of Clause 1, The other clauses did 
not clash with Zionist interests, and showed that British Jews were agreed upon 
the main points which the Zionists had brought forward. 

Dr. DAICHES said he emphatically supported the omiss:on of Clause 5. He 
said that a sinister attempt was being made in Paris—he quoted from a Yiddish 
paper, Die Zcit—to whittle down Jewish national claims, and he expressed his 
suspicion of Mr. Montefiore and Lord Swaytbling, two of the suggested British 
delegates to Paris. 

Mr. ERNEST LESSER said that he failed to see that Clause 5 was inconsis- 
tent with Clause 1, What did strike him was that Clause 5 was inconsistent with 
Clause 3. If they were honest in Clause 3, Clause 5 was merely “eyewash,” 
He thought there was a tendency to devote too much attention to the Palestinian 
question at the expense of questions that affected a far larger number of Jews. 
In this connection he deprecated what Dr. Daiches had said concerning Mr. 
Montefiore, whose splendid services to Judaism must be generally recognised. 
No-one had had greater provocation to cast himself adrift from bis people, but 
he had always remained stedfast. Iie urged Dr. Daiches to display a more 
British sense of fair-play towards opponents. He thought that on the general 
part of the report there would be general unanimity, and there even Dr. Daiches 
might lie down with Mr. Montefiore. (Laughter.) . 

Mr. A. RuBENS said that the report seemed to be a compromise report 
drawn up to please people of conflicting views. He referred to the pogroms in 
Poland, and asked why the Board had not sent_out anyone to investigate the 
position. He pointed out that Mr. Israel Cohen had gane to Poland on behalf 
of the Zionist Organisation and bis report had elicited a powerful leading article 
inthe Times. 

Mr. S. E. bE Haas asked whether the Joint Committee had bad a 
programme of the Zionists before them. 

The PRESIDENT? said that they had, but it was submitted as confidential. 
The Joint Committee bad sent a communication on their report to the Zionists, 
but had had no response. : 

Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES mentioned that a reasoned statement on the 
Jewish question bad been drawn up, and he believed that it would shortly be 
endorsed by all the Jewish delegates in Paris, when no doubt it would be 
published. In regard to the Palestinian question, they had been willing at one 
time to leave this matter to the Zionists, but the Zionists had made no deciara- 
tion, and it was felt that an expression of the views of British Jews was 
necessary. 

Mr. BERTRAM JACOBS urged the retention of Clause 5, which, he said, 
provided a very searching test of the pretentions of Jews-in regard to equality. 
As a Zionist of old standing, be declared that he would be prepared to sacrifice 
Zion if it meant the abandonment of that principle for which Jews had fought 
so strenuously throughout the ages—equality for all and no special privileges 
for any. 

Dr. JOCHELMANN said that he had been connected with Zionism for som 
thirty years, and for the first time that day he had heard it suggested that 
Zionism could come into conflict with the progress of humanity. Zionists had 
been the first to introduce the principles of democracy among the Jewish nation, 
and it was absurd to suggest that in Palestine they would act in a contrary 
spirit. He did not share Dr. Daiches’ fears concerning Mr. Montefiore and 
Lord Swaythling. He regarded Mr. Montetiore as.one of the greatest Jews of 
Great Britain, much as he disagreed with his theological ideas. Mr. Montefiore 
was the head of a certain section of Jews here, and that gave him the right to 
speak in the name of that section. The same thing could be said of Lord 
Swaythling, who also represented a certain section. Neither Mr. Montefiore 
nor Lord Swaythling were revolutionaries, and if it was the intention of the 
British Government that Palestine should be given to the Jewish nation, he did not 
anticipate that these gentlemen would revolt against it. He pointed out that 
national recognition was being given to far smaller aggregates than the Jews 
represented, and they should not shrink from furthering their own claims. He 
also had been surprised that Mr. Prag, who was to have gone to Poland to 
investigate the terrible pogroms there, was still in this country. In conclusion, 
he contrasted the character of the Anglo-Jewish delegation to Paris with that 
of the American Jews who had included a representative of working’class Jews. 
He did not think the four gentlemen who had been chosen represented every 
class of the 300,000 Jews in this country. 

Mr. A. MONTEFIORE said that Mr. Balfour's preface to Mr. Sokolow’'s 
book was a dignified rebuke of those whe opposed Jewish national aspirations 
in Palestine. 

The PRESIDENT commented on Dr. Daiches’ criticism of the delegation to 
Paris. He pointed out that these delegates did not go to press their own 
personal views, but to carry out the policy that would be laid down for them 
by the Joint Committee. He urged Dr. Daiches to abate his animosity. 
He did not know what would happen if he were Governor of Palestine and 
Mr. Montefiore came to settle there. (Laughter.) With regard to Mr, Prag’s 
failure to go to Poland, the circumstances were these. The previous Polish 
Government sent them a telegraphic invitation to send out a mission of enquiry. 
The Joint Committee resolved to take advantage of the invitation, and Mr, 
Prag agreed to go, but had been unable to obtain a passport. As the Govern- 
ment which conveyed the invitation was now no longer in existence, and as 
other reports on the pogroms had been received, there was some doubt as to 
whether Mr. Prag's proceeding now would serve any useful purpose. In 
regard to the Palestine question, the Board was in full possession of the policy 
of the Joint Committee. Lord Rothschild had informed him that the 
Zionist plan had already been submitted to the Peace Conference. He 
expressed surprise that this plan had been submitted without any further 
reference to the Joint Committee. It had been felt that it was absolutely . 
necessary that the great body of Jews in this country should make. representa- 
tions to the British Government on this question. That the proposals which 
they had brought forward had been so little criticised, pointed to the success of 
their efforts, His reason for objecting to Clause 5 was that on behalf of the 
Jews he did claim a privilege, and that was in regard to territorial rights in 
Palestine, concerning which the claim of the Jews had been continuous through- 
out the ages. He promised to submit the views which Dr. Jochelmann had

brought forward as to the nature of the British delegation to the notice of the | 
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Mr. Prac asked leave to state that the President had been mistaken in 
his statement that he had been refused passports. They had never been applied 
for. The matter was out of his hands. 

The formal reception of the report baving been agreed to, Dr. DAIcHES 
moved, and Lord ROTHSCHILD seconded, the elimination of Clause 5. 

Mr. H. S. ©. HENRIQUES said that the report would not be vitally injured 
by the deletion of this Clause. He pointed out, however, that it was by no 
means certain that the first Government of Valestine would see a Jewish 
majority, and in that case the retention of the Clause would ensure the protec- 
tion of Jewish interests. 

A vote was taken, and the motion to delete the Clause was carried by 22 for, 
to 14 against. 

On the motion of Dr. DAICHES, it was agreed, by 16 votes for, to 5 against, 
to amend Clause 6 to read “ That the Hebrew language be recognised and 
employed as an official language of the country.’ 

The report as amended was then adopted. 

In view of the adoption of Clause 1 in the Joint Committee's Report, Dr. 
S. Daiches withdrew his motion to the same effect. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Warsaw Synagogue, Manchester, was authorised to elect a Deputy. 

it was resolved that the question of the non-payment of unemployment 
benefit to aliens resident here before 1914 should be further investigated in 
view of the report that such benefit was being paid to Belgians. 

The Board authorised the President to sign the revised constitution as 


amended by Counsel in accordance with the decision of the Conference of 
Delegates. 


My Mission in Poland, 


From Mr. JOSEPH FRAG, J.P., 13, Roscoe Street, E.C, 1, 
\To tHe Epiror.} 

Sik,—I feel that an explanation is necessary as to why I am at present in 
London when I was announced several times as intending to leave for Warsaw. 
I can only say that it is through no fault of mine. The question of a mission 
to Poland came before the Joint Foreign Committee at its meeting on the 17th 
cr 18th of December, by reason of two telegrams received from the then Polish 
Government—(eneral Pilsudsky s—asking that a Jewish representative should 
be sent to enquire into the pogroms and to confer with the Polish Government 
on the Jewish question. I was asked if I would go, and I consented, with the 
proviso that as l was leaying for France on the 19th December and had family and 


, business arrangements to make for what was an indefinite period, I should 


not go tillafter the 5th January, but in the meantime the necessary arrangements 
for the journey could be completed. I was told that the matter was in the 
hands of the Polish Information Committee, of 9, Southampton Street, W.C., 
who would make all incuiries and arrangements during my absence, and have 
the plans ready by the tim: I returned to London. A delegate of the 
Polish Committee was to accompany me, the Foreign Office were agreeable, 
and “would afford every facility for my journey in the way of introduc- 
tions to British Agents on the route.” 1 returned to town on the 
Ist January, and at once called on the Polish Committee, but matters were no 


.more advanced, and they were writing again to the Foreign Office. I did not 


like the idea of going with a Polish delegate, and told my colleagues this at the 
next meeting of the Joint Committee, but it seems that his presence was part 
of the conditions of my going. The Polish Committee made no progress with 
the arrangements, and at laston the 4th February, Mr. Lucien Wolf wrote to 
the Foreign Office, informing them that 1 would call there in company of the 
Pole “in order to discuss the exact facilities to be granted to the combined 
delegation.” I was at the Polish Information Committee on the 5th and 6tb, 
when a new suggestion was made that we should go with an American food 
ship from Falmouth to Danzig direct, and I was quite willing. On Friday, the 
7th inst., we went to the Foreign Oftce, and I was told that I should go down 
to the Permit Ofhce in Victoria Street and fill up the necessary forms, and they 
would write and tell them to give me my papers. I should either have a pass- 
port direct to Warsaw, but if that were not possible 1 would get one to Berne, 
and they would give me a letter to Sir Horace Rumbold, the. British 
Minister, requesting him to give me all facilities for going forward from 
that place. As regards the Pole, however, they could do nothing unless he 
obtained the visa of the Polish Nutionai Committee (Dmovski's), who alone 
had the power to give permits to Poles. It appears that this Committee is not 
of the same political colour as the Polish Information Committee, and the Pole 
was very adverse to applying tc them, and so expressed himself. The 
Government that was in power at the time the invitation was sent out 
was one with which the Polish Information Committee acted. Since 
that date, ‘however, a Coalition Government has come into office 
with M. Paderewski as ! rime Minister, and this brings the Polish National 
Commitiee into supreme power. 1 reported at once to Mr. Wolf, and 
told him that as it was too late to go to the Permit Office that (Friday) afternoon 
I would go there the first thing on Monday and would travel alone, as I had 
preferred todo. On Saturday night, the *th inst., 1 ‘phoned Mr. Wolf, asking 
him to send me the telegrams from the Polish Government and other necessary 
papers, and | was asked not to apply for my passporis as a new state of things 
had arisen, which would delay or perftaps reader unnecessary my going at all. 
The new Government had come in with an overwhelming majority, and as M. 
Paderewski was expected in Paris, it would be better for all negotiations 
to take place there, and in these circumstances the preparations for my 
departure were to be postponed. That is why 1 am in London, and perhaps, in 
the altered circumstances, more good can be done in Paris for our people than 
I could hope to achieve in Warsaw. 


Translations of the Hebrew Bible. 


The first of two lectures, by Dr. Israe] Abrabams, M.A., on the Medizval 
Translations of the Bible—the fifth of the course—was delivered at Toynbee 
Hall last Wednesday evening. The Rev. S. Levy, M.A., who presided, paid 
a tribute to Dr. Abrahams’ work in organising the course, he having borne all 
the anxiety of getting together such a splendid team of lecturers. Dr. Abrahams 
was the only one who bad taken part in al] the four courses of these lectures at 
Toynbee Hall. 

Dr. AERAHAMS dealt with the earlier Medieval translations—the Latin— 
speaking principally of Jerome's version, known as the Vulgate, and giving a 
graphic account of Jerome's life. The second portion of Dr. Abrahams’ 
lecture will be on the later Medieval translations, A full report of both 
sections will be given together next week.

“RECONSTRUCTION.” 


By THE CHIEF RABBI, 


“Por the house when it was in building was built of stone mad» ready 
at the quarry; and there was neither hammer nor axe nor any tool of iron 
heard in the house while it was in building.”~—I. Kings, vi., 7. 

The House in our text taken from the prophetical lesson of this 
Sabbath is the Temple, Solomon's Temple. It was King David's 
yearning desire to build a Temple unto God—a central sanctuary that 
was to be the symbol of Israel's obedience to God's law, of Israel's 
unity, and Israel's peace. He was not destined to see this life-dream 
realised; but Solomon, his son, makes its fulfilment almost the first care 
of his reign. Thus this holy ideal binds together the lives of father and 
son. After years of preparation, toil, and unbounded sacrifice on the 
part of Solomon and his people, the Temple at last arises silently and 
peacefully in Jerusalem. Silently and peacefully; note the wording 
of our text: “ For the house when it was in building was built of stone 
made ready at the quarry 7232 VOD ND?] j3R; and there was neither 
hammer, nor axe, nor any tool of iron heard in the house while it 
was in building.”” This, you will remember, was in accordance with 
ancient Jewish law. The very stones that went to t'e building of an 
altar had to be rough and unhewn, called in’ Hebrew NAO?’ O3N 
“peaceful stones.”” That, according to the Rabbis, is to teach a moral of 
transcendent importance. No sword, no iron—symbol of violence and 
discord—shall be lifted up in connection with even the stones of a Jewish 
altar which stands for peace, unity, and reconciliation. NBN 
A29nNM) So much for the law. Soon legend took up the parable and 
wove its magic web around this striking text. No hammer nor axe 
was used in the building of the House; bow then were the stones fitted 
together ?—the people asked. And Jewish folk-belief answered by 
telling that Solomon in, his wisdom came into possession of a wonderful 
worm, one of the marvels of creation, the Shamir, which when placed 
upon even the hardest stones would instantly cleave them as desired, and 
all as easily and noiselessly as the leaves of a book open. Many were 
the miracolous deeds that were performed throngh its help, till with the 
destruction of the Temple the Shamir disappeared from earth. 

My friends, the Temple is no more, aud the Shamir has returned to 
the realm of legend; but —S 

THE GREAT MORAL TRUTH 
enshrined in the command whence our text arose, and in the legend to 
which it in turn gave rise—this truth remains for evermore. It is this: 
A Temple of the Lord cannot be where there is discord, violence or 
revoli. The stones for the edifice of religion must be hewn in the 
quarry, and its ramparts must arise without noise of axe or hammier. 

A timely truth this, and especially timely at this moment when 
temple-builders are abroad in the land; and the watchword Reconstruc- 
tion is the order of the day. The word “reconstruction " rolls sonorously 
about our ears with ever-increasing frequence and insistence. Hardly a 
week passes but our press devotes a letter or articletoit. It resounds from 
platform and pulpit; quacks whose stock-in-trade is the phrase “ social 
service,” as well as busy communal leaders, speak of it with unctuous 
wisdom. However, the very word “ reconstruction " is a prolific source 
of confusion and fallacy. It means either that religiously Anglo-Jewry 
has been devastated and hopelessiv demoralised in this war; or that 
everything hitherto constructed in Anglo-Jewry is so bad that it has to 
be done all over again. Itis therefore something like an omnibus vote 
of censure on the founders of our religious and charitable institutions. 
And such in effect may have been the intention of those theologians 
from the trenches who, three years ago, first raised this cry. Young 
men of much enthusiasm but less discretion and very little knowledge of 
Judaism, came back from the front and preached the glad tidings of a 
new heaven and a new earth, They gave it as their expert opinion that 
“when the boys come home” the old forms and old faith would vanish 
for evermore. It is pleasant to note that these prophecies of woe are no 
longer taken seriously. 

Much the same judgment must be passed on the wild schemes of 
religious reconstruction advocated by the small group of radicals who 
derive theic inspiration from German-American sources. To them the 
individual is the ultimate seat of authority in religion—not the Torah, not 
Tradition, not the Synagogue. Only a fortnight ago, a prophetess from 
this school proclaimed the necessity of something like 

A SPIRITUAL CLASS-WAR BETWEEN CHILDREN AND PARENTS, 
And alas too often liberal Houses of worship resound with abuse of “ the 
Judaism of the Synagogues,” and re-echo with the noise of axe and 
hammer wielded against ideals and institutions vital to Judaism—and all 
in the name of spirituality and faith, for the sake of “ possessing God," 
and the rebuilding of the crumbling Tabernacle of David! Wisely have 
the Rabbis declared: “If the young tell thee, Build, and the old tell 
thee Destroy, dollow-the counsel of the elders ; for often the destruction 
of the elders is construction, and the construction of the young is 
destruction.” OMY) 

lat more numerous and worthy of attention is the conservative wing 
of those who clamour “ Reconstruction.” They do not desire a complete 
break with the past—far from it. They, however, believe that the door to 
a better future for Anglo-Jewry is the complete independence and 
absolute autonomy of each and every congregation. Synagogues would 
then be free to introduce any changes and reforms deemed necessary by 
their worshippers. In the way of this consummation so devoutly to be 
wished for, they tell us, stands the Rabbinate. In London these also 
rail and gird at the United Synagogue, or for that matter, at any efficient 
control or combination of religious bodies. Despite their sincerity, 
however, these critics can never be the architects of our future. 
Perhaps a little history will explain my meaning, and effec- 
tively make clear whither their aims and methods tend. Some 
one hundred and ten years ago a leading Prussian State Councillor was 
asked by the Minister Yon Schrotter whether he could not devise a 
means by which all Jews could be killed at once without shedding blood. 
(Zwar unblutig, aber doch auf einmal totzuschlagen). His reply 
was that though to kill all the Jews at once was impossible, he knew a 
sure method of gradually attaining the same end, namely, by demolishing 


* Spoken at the Birmingham Synagogue on Sabbath, February 8th, 
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Judaism. He was pressed to formulate his scheme, and on October 29th, 
1808, he handed in to the Government his draft of a new Code of Laws 
for Jews, which draft eventually became the basis of the Prussian law 
dating from 1812. His plan for the demolition and disappearance of 
Judaism was quite simple and consisted of the following three 
recommendations :— 

(a) To destroy whatever ecclesiastical organisation or authority had 
hitherto existed among the Jews of Prussia. 

(6) To forbid the union of congregations into one strong body or 
organisation ; and lastly, 

, (c) On the plea of toleration, to encourage rel gious schisms within 
ewry. 

| need not labour the moral of this historic episode. 
Jewish congregation I can spare you the application. 

A Jewish temple grows, in silence and peace, without noise of axe or 
bammer. That cannot be a true Temple which promotes confusion of 
tongues in the household, which sows dissension or encourages Israel to 
revolt against their Father in Heaven. A Jewish Temple unifies and 
cements the scattered atoms of Israel and binds the generations together 
in filial piety. 

So far we have only dealt with one-half of our text; let us not over- 
look the all-important teaching contained in its opening words. The 
stones for the Temple were hewn in the quarry, and then without rest 
and without haste they were fitted into their places in the walls and 
ramparts of the Sanctuary. The 

WALLS AND RAMPARTS OF THE EDIFICE OF JUDAISM 

are its children, and their lives are its building-stones. The quarry 
in which these must be shaped and rendered fit for God's 
service is the home. [Every Jewish child has an inalienable right to 
such Jewish religious training as shall fit it for a place in the Temple of 
Judaism. Education has been defined as the training of man by man 
for humanity. Jewish education therefore is the training of Jews by 
Jews for Judaism. And the community must help the individual in this 
vital task on which our life on earth as a religious body depends, namely, 
of giving his children an intimate knowledge of the elements of the 
sacred language and the great facts of our Faith. As my renowned and 
revered predecessor said nearly a quarter of a century ago from this 
pulpit :— 

“The object of education is not merely to enable our children to 
gain their daily bread, and to acquire pleasant. means of recreation, but 
that they should know God and serve Him with earnestness and devo- 
tion. Are you thus training your children? Is it your care that they 
are educated as Jews and Jewesses should be educated? Do you adopt 
the needful measures that they may understand the language of our 
prayers and of the Bible?” 

Let me. in conclusion, drive home to you the vital message enshrined 
in these winged words of the sainted dead by asking the fundamental ques- 
tion: Have we or have we not the will to be Jews ? Are we or are we not 
animated by the resolve toremain jews ? Unless we clearly aud honestly 
and aflirmatively answer this question, our Judaism has no future, because 
it has no present. When we have effectively proved our living faith and 
sacred determination to be and remain Jews, when fathers and mothers 
give their children a religious training which is sufficient, honest, 
Jewish; when Jewish communities realise that the pillars of. the 
moral universe are, in Talmudic phrase, the breath of their little 
school children, then we shall have something greater than reconstruction. 
We shall have regeneration. The spirit and the faith, the devotion and 
the consecrated service will be ours to continue the work so nobly 
begun by those who laid the foundations of Anglo-Jewry. We shall 
then rise to the new tasks that the new occasions and new times bring 
with them. Amen.

ADDENDUM. 


Since the above sermon was preached, Mr. C. G. Montefiore and 
Dr. I, Abrahams have come out in defence, and not in repudiation, of 
Miss Montagu’s views. Mr. C. G. Mostefiore resorts to the device of the 
attorney with a poor case. He dismisses the Rev. G. Friedlander’s and 
my criticisms of Miss Montagu as “ silly misrepresentations."’ Now, in 
the absence of all other arguments, to brand your opponents as 
‘ misrepresenters,” is singularly un-English. Noscholar will congratulate 
Mr. Montefiore on his latest method of controversy. 

Quite other is the manner of Dr. Abrahams. He is courteous and 
self-possessed, but he pathetically fails, despite three columns of special 
pleading, to explain away Miss Montagu's onslaught on Judaism. He 
slides over, and diplomatically curtails, the following crucial passage 
from Miss Montagu's paper :— 

“What have we been expecting from Judaism?" “ We have 
conceived a system made up of forms and ceremonies which 
appealed to an ancient people whose aspirations and intellectual 
horizon were unlike our own. This system our synagogues have 
sought to uphold and have commanded us to transmit. Itwas a 
dead, outworn garment, a misfit.” 

This caricature of historical Judaism I stigmatised, and _ still 
stigmatise, as “ venomous.” All he tells us of her devout orthodoxy is 
quite beside the point. 

As to “ Semi-Christianity,” I need not repeat the Rev. Gerald 
Friedlander’s excellent letter of January 24th, but I must point out that 
Dr. Abrahams again slides over a crucial utterance of Miss Montagu, like 
the following: “It is through individual communion that we find our 
authority for the conduct of life." What is still more surprising is that 
Dr. Abrahams alleges this utterance to be a paraphrase of Dr. Schechter. 
Where, I ask, in all of Dr. Schechter’s writings will Dr. Abrahams find 
the original for the more than semi-Christian, for the utterly un-Jewish, 
view that not the Torah but individual communion is our authority for 
the conduct of life? Calling such a religious attitude by the name of 
mysticism,” and referring to Dr. Schechter eleven times, does not help 
him. Dr. Schechter has left us in no doubt concerning bis opinion of 
mysticism when it is Torah-less. In his “Aspects of Rabbinic 
Theology” he writes :— 

“ Nor is the individual—the pet of modern theclogy—with his 
heart-burnings and mystical longings, of such importance that 
Judaism:can spend its whole strength on him. No creed worthy of 
the name could, or would, ever dispense with that sprinkling of

GOD'S INCORPOREALITY, 

‘* For no man can see me and live.’’—Evodus xxviii, 20. 

Like the Unity of God, the doctrine of God's Incorporeality is fundamental 
to Judaism. It has grown with the Jewish consciousness till it has come to 
form an integral part of the Jew's mentality. God is a pure spirit, without 
form or similitude. He has no physical connection with the world which He 
created and rules by the power of His Spirit. The very first commandment 
which the Israclites beard at Sinai enjoined them not to make unto themselves 
any graven image of God, or any likeness of anything that is in the heavens 
above, or in the earth beneath, as an object of worship. But the precept fell 
upon deaf ears. No sooner was it revealed to the Israelites than they sank 
back into idolatry. Before Moses descended from the mountain they 
were paying divine honours to a golden calf. Many centuries had to 
elapse before the people finally freed themselves from such superstitious 
practices, and many more years before the nations of the worldcame to accept 
the Second Commandment. Meanwhile the Israelites were hedged round with 
many restrictions, the purpose of which was to segregate them from the 
idolatrous influence of their surroundings. ‘“ Thou shalt not make marriages 
with them, thy daughter thou shalt not give unto his son, nor his daughter 
shalt thou take unto thy son. For he will turn away thv son from following 
Me, that they may serve other gods” (Deuteronomy vii. 3, 4). The Jew was 
reminded that the God whom he worshipped was an invisible spirit. Endowed 
with a religion rich in symbolism of all kinds, he was nevertheless forbidden to 
construct any symbol of God Himself. The complete absence of such a 
symbolism from his.worship marked the dividing line between Judaism and 
other cults. Not that the Jew's consciousness of God was in any degree 
weakened by his being unable to picture God to his senses, for God was the 
object of his perpetual worship. “I set the Lord before me always” (I’salm 
xvi. 8), The Israelite cherished the clearest conviction of God's relation to the 
world and mankind, of the Divine government of the works of nature and the 
events of history, of the world as God's handiwork, of mankind as dependent 
recipients of God's bounty. This matual relation between the Creator and His 
creatures, the Jew was not only permitted, but enjoined; to depict in 

A WEALTH OF RELIGIOUS SYMBOLISM, 
in his daily life of devotion. This was the lesson taught to Moses on the 
Mount, when he asked to behold the Divine glory: ‘No man can sée me and 
live. Thou shalt see the back of me, but my face cannot be seen.” That is to 
say: You can understand and depict what my relation is to the universe. Yow 
can infer my existence, my atttibutes, from looking upon the works which I 
have created, from studying the story of mankind over whose actions | rule. 
but you cannot see me face to face, and hence you can form no mental! image 
of what I am like. Thus, on its theological side, Judaism stands out from the 
religions of the world as the simplest, purest, and most formless of al] modes of 
worship, and on its ceremonial side it is richer in po ‘tical forms than any oiher 
ritual. The Jew found it diflicult to c mmunicate his conception of the Godhead 
to his heathen neighbours, because so much of his religion was bound up with the 
history of the Jewish people, in which tl e heathen could have no lot or part. b.ven 
the proselyte to Judaism was debarred on that account from certain religious 
privileges. Thus, as the Mishna informs us (Bikurim 1. 4), the proselyte could 
offer the first-fruits, but he could not make the declaration inthe 26:h chapter of 
Deuteronomy and utter the formula, “ which thou hast sworn unto our father: 
to give us.” Ina single instance the difficulty was 
OVERCOME bY HILLEL, 

who, according to the Rabbinical story, accepteda heathen who wished to learn 
the whole of the Jewish law while he stood on one foot. He communicated to 
the neophyte the practical moral teaching of Judaism embodied in the love of 
one's neighbour. But when the attempt was made to convert the whole world 
to the teaching of Judaism, it could only succeed at the expense of what was 
essential to the Jewish conception of God. That conception of absolute Unity 
and pure Spirit was compromised by heathen ideas; it was diluted with the 
teaching of a man-God, a being of flesh and blood, who lived on earth and yet 
was regarded as divine. The idea of God made flesh in the person of His son 
was a pagan notion, irreconcilable at once with God's Unity and God's 
Incorporeality. Only on those terms could the heathen world be converted from 
idolatry and brought toacknowledge the lawof love which Judaism had been teach- 
ing forathousand years. Forman progresses slowly. But Judaism itself refused to 
have any part in such acompromise. Itclung tenaciously to its original idea ofa 
spiritual unity, to the idea so clearly set forth in the Jewish Bible as to admit 
of no contradiction. And while it held fast to its revealed faith, it never ceased 
to look forward hopefully to atime when mankind would come to recogn.se 
the truth for the sake of which Judaism had been wonderfully preserved. 
Mankind was being brought gradually nearer to the recognition of that truth, 
and Judaism could afford to wait for its ultimate vindication. In Bible times 
the Jew contended with the idea of many gods, and that phase of the struggle 
was long ago brought toa triumphant conclusion. In post-liblical times he 
has had to join issue with the idea of a triune God who assumed bodily form. 
That he will triumph in the end over this conception also, he bas never doubted. 
In bearing withess to the faith that is in him he has suffered many a martyrdom, 
and must continue to suffer. But the guerdon on which his eyes are fixed 
makes the suffering worth while. He is upheld by the thought that he has 
not laboured in vain nor spent his strength for naught. He will surely live to 
see “the day when the invisible God will be One and His name One.” 


—Continued from previous colume 
mystics representing the deeper elements of saintliness and religious 
delicacy. But they were of little use either to themselves or to the 
world, when they emancipated themselves from the control of the 

Law.” 

Dr. Abrahams furthermore points to accidental resemblances to some 
of Miss Montagu’s semi-Christian phrases in the writings of the Jewish 
mystics, and then he triumphantly asserts ber kinship with them. Such 
procedure, however, is contrary to historical and literary good faith ; 
because, in the most vital and absolutely fundamental matters—such as 
the divineness and eternity of the Torah—sbe is poles asunder from them. 
Her “ mysticism "’ can be compared not to that of Halevy, Rokeach, and 
Karo, but to that of Paul, the Gnostics, Sabbethai Zevi, and other Jewish 
antinomians. 

But to conclude. The letters in question reveal a peculiar state of 
mind on the part of Liberal Jews. While they are constantly subjecting 
historical Judaism to a running fire of ridicule and attack, these 
enlightened children of Progress deny us, Jewish Jews, the right to defend 
ourselves. They resent any correction, no matter how justifiable, and 
call it contumely. In the circumstances, would it not be greater wisdom 
and fairness if Liberals were less reckless in flinging boomerang words 
like “ lies,” ““sham,” “ hypocrisy’; if, in brief, they took to heart the 
prophetic warning they are so ready to address to others: “ Trust ye not 


in lying words"’?

Sin,—My friend, Dr. Israel Abrabams, will forgive me if I refuse to follow 
bis example by indulging in personalities, I realise the very difficult task facing 
me. 1 wish to do jastice to the high cause which I have undertaken to defend. 
Abuse is no argument. Sarcasm is a double-edged weapon which oft times 
recoils on the heads of those who employ it. I shall avoid repeating my oppo- 
nent s unkind adjectives and adverbs. It makes no real! difference in our search 
after truth whether my attitude be “that of a rather crude transcendentalism,” 
or whetber 1 “pontifically” rule this or that out cf Judaism. If Dr. 
Abrahams likes to think that be has shown my “conception of Judaism” to be 
" incomplete,” so much the worse for me. 

But now let us get in medias res. Dr. Abrahams rightly reminds us that 
“sincerity is the first necessity.’ ‘ agree. We are told that Miss Montagu 
observes “ all the olden orthodox ceremonies and laws.’ ‘Who suggested the 
contrary? But why does Miss Montagu cheapen and degrade the Judaism of 
the Synagogue by calling it “‘a dead, cutwern garment, a misfit”? H she 
observes all the olden orthodox ceremonies and laws, why does she abuse and 
attack Traditional Judaism? Sincerity and consistency are difficult to reconcile 
with such an attitude. Dr. Abrahams did not think fit to deal with this 
misfit business. 

1 protest against Dr. Abrahams’ habit of clipping the sentences in my 
criticism. It is not fair toreduce such asentence as: “It is only by transfusing 
our lives with the God-idea that we can consciously possess God,” into “ possess 
God.” 1 repeat that the words: ‘Jt is cnly by transfusing our lives with the 
God-idea that we can consciously possess God’ seem to be a fragment of 
Christian Mysticism, Dr. Abrabams ignores the pbrase “ transfusing our lives 
witb the God-idea.” 

Ve are told that Miss Montaga derived her phrase “ possess God” “ through 
ihe Rev. Morris Joseph from the author of the Rotecach.’ This is not quite 
accurate. Mr. Joseph is not quoting the Roxeach at all in his own definition 
of Mysticism, as Dr. Abrahams suggesis (p. 174 in the Jews’ College Jubilee 
Velume). The Rotcach is not responsible for the phrase, “ the possession of 
God,” Neither is this book responsible for ibe phrase; “It is oaly by trans- 
fusing our lives with the God-idea.” 

Dr. Abrahams alters my words, “Judaism, as far as 1 know, does not 
teach us to ‘consciously possess God,'” into “ possess God.” “ This is terribly 
lke Christianity,’ he cries; as far as he knows, ‘‘it is un-Jewish,” I ‘said 
nothing about “terribly like Christianity,” nor did I use the word “ un-Jewisb. ” 
Dr. Abrahams does not give any Jewish source for Miss Montagu's phrase, 
“human life which shares the Divine hife.’ He deals, however, with 
the phrase, “the divine in man,” and continues, “with curious in- 
felicity he (Mr. Friedlander) would surrender this idea to Christianity.” 
] absolutely deny Dr. Abrahams statement. 1 surrender nothing which 
is Jewish to Christianity. My words were: “The new exposition 
speaks of ‘the divine in man,’ we hear that ‘God is witbin us,’ we are told 
‘that we have relations with the Eterna) Spirit, and that we share God's 
nature.’ The old teaching of our pecple spoke of man being created in the 
mage of God calling us ‘children’ of the ‘One Father’ who created all 
bomanity. Some may still prefer the old phrases, so simple that all can 
understand. Some of the terms of the new Judaism are capable of being 
misunderstood, suggesting mysticism and theosophy.” Is there a word here of 
susrendering anything to Christianity ? 

] certainly spoke of aii this teaching as ‘the new exposition.” Dr. 
Abrahams again clips the sentence and reduces it to “the divine in man . ; 
God is within us.” He ignores the words “we have relations with the 
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Eternal Spirit and we share God's nature.” Once again we dre referred to 
the Rev. Morris Joseph's exposition of the Rokeach. Let us just listen to a 
little more {rom the Rev, Morris Joseph's delightful study. Rabbi Eleazar, 
who wrote the Hokeach, teaches us, so Mr. Joseph tells us, ‘the conception 
of an ever-present, indwelling, immanent God.- ‘ Know that the Holy One is 
within thee, be cries”... . “Est Deus in nobis,'’ this Jewish sage exclaims 
with the old Christian Fathers ” (op. cit. p. 179), The great Rabbi is repeating 
the old teaching of the Christian Fathers. The Christian teaching of the 
indwelling spirit of Christ is at the basis of Paul's mysticism. “ Nevertheless,” 
he cries, “1 live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me” (Gal. ii., 20). Dr. 
Abrabams feels the difficulty, which is honestly admitted by Mr. Joseph, 
How does Dr. Abrahams meetit? “If the Church used a similar metaphor, 
that did not make it less Jewish.’ But the fact remains that the Church used 
it centuries before Rabbi Eleazar, if he really ever used it. That is the ques- 
tion. I have the Venice folio edition of the Nokeach before me, and find in the 
first column of page 1b, seven lines from the bottom of the page, the words“ And 
know that in the midst of thee (b’kirbecha) is (Kadosh) the Holy One.” The 
author is using Hosea xi., 9, where the exact words occur in the reverse order. 
The prophet's message runs: “I will not execute the herceness of Mine anger, 
I will not return to destroy Ephraim: for I am God, and not man, the Holy 
One in the midst of thee, and I will not come in fury.” The Holy One is in 
Israel but not in the individual. The Rokeach, like so many mediaval Jewish 
books, abounds in Biblical phrases and words, often slightly varied to suit the 
writer s purpose. 

The Church says that Jesus was Godin man. Dr. Abrahams refers to the 
Reshith Chochmah as the authority for the term “the divine in man.’ Here 
again my Opponent is relying wpon a broken reed. Dr. Abrahams should pause 
awhile before he refers bis readers to authors steeped in kabbalistic mysticism 
as authorities for the meaning of Judaism. Christian theologians use the 
kabbalistic works in their endeavour to show that the Trinity is Jewish. My 
copy of the Reshith Chochimah formerly belonged to a Christian Missionary. 
He undoubtedly found it useful. Dr. Schechter in “ Some Aspects of Rabbinic 
Theology ” (page 241), says, ‘' The later mystics,” speaking of the soul, ‘' say it 
is anactual part cf the divine, as it is said “For the Lord's portion is His 
people,” which they interpret to mean that His people are a portion of the 
Lord. Every sin, therefore, taintsthe divine in man, breaking all communion 
with beaven.” Once again Dr. Abrahams has failed to understand the actual 
facts of the case. The Neshith Chochmah does not, as Dr. Abrahams 
maintains, treat the soul as an actual part of the divine. What does 
the Reshith Chochmah really say? It merely quotes a passage 
from the Ra‘ya Mehkemna (in the Zohar, Leviticus. 28b) to the efiect 
that when a man sins he does not extinguish the lamp of the Torah, but only 
his own lamp, because (it is said) “‘ The spirit of man is the lamp of the Lord” 
(Prov. xx., 27). What Dr. Schechter did was to express, in his own words, the 
essence of the teaching to be found in six pages of the Reshith Chochmah 
(489, 10, in the section dealing with “ Fear”). The passage I have given occurs 
towards the end of 49, edition Berlin 1703. Itis not the Reshith Chochmah, 
as Dr. Abrahams erroneously states, which treats the soul as “an actual part of 
the divine.” This, says Dr. Schechter, is the teaching of the “later mystics,” 
based on Deut. xxxii., 9. 

Dr. Abrahams, in the last section of his criticism of my letter dealing with 
Miss Montagu’s conception of Judaism, once again clips the sentences to suit 
his convenience. I drew attention to Liberal Judaism, as presented by Miss 
Montagu, which “bids us believe primarily in the power of the individual 
soul to have communion with the divine spirit. . .:. . It is 
through communion, it tells us, that we find our authority for the 
conduct of life, including our = religious observances.”. My © critic 
omitted tbe last four words, “including our religious observances.” 
I pointed cut that this attitude was exactly the line takea by Paul and the 
Church. Here Liberal Judaism relegates the system of Judaism preserved by the 
Synagogue for nearly two thousand yearsto the dust-heap as “a dead, outworn 
garment, amisit . . as for us we paid it the kind of honour we pay to 
the dead. We noticed how the accumulation of dust increased year by year, 
but we made little attempt to remove it.” What does Miss Montagu put in its 
place? The right of every one through communion to find “authority for the 
conduct of life, including our religious observances.” 1 was not aghast, as my 
critic would lead your readers to believe, at prayer and communion with God. 
kam aghast at that form of Judaism which throwsover the Judaism of our fathers, 
and in its place tellsevery one to become a law unto himself, finding Ais authority 
for life and religious observancestbrough Ais communion with the divine spirit. 
Dr. Abrahams need not feel very distressed because I appear to him to lack 
the mystical spirit. What 1 cbject to is teaching which implies wnioa, with 
God. Judaism has always recognised man’s relationship towards Ged, by 
emphasising his fellowship. We can walk with God. But there is no union 
between man and God. Dr. Abrahams defends Miss Montagu s conceptions of 
what Judaism is, on the ground of their being innocent expressions of mysti- 
cism. I thank him for bidding me ponder over Dr. Schechter's warning. I 
return the compliment, and urge him and all who believe in the mysticism of 
Liberal Judaism to ponder over these words of Dr. Schechter: “ Indeed, no 
creed worthy of the nam? could or would ever dispense with that sprinkling of 
mystics representing the deeper elements of saintliness and religious delicacy. 
But they were of little use either to themselves or to the world when they 
emancipated themselves from (/ié control of the law. For it cannot be denied 
that the mystic has not always shown himself very trustworthy in his mission. 
Instead of being absorbed by God, he has absorbed God in himself. His 
tendency towards antinomianism, and to regard law and works as beneath him, 
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is also a sad historic fact. But the worse feature about him is bis egoism ” | 


(op. cit., p. 73). Weighty words here; let us remember them. 

One would rejoice to learn that the obligation of the Sabbath is 
really maintained. The letter from “A Provincial. Jewess,” in your issue 
of the 7th inst., advocates services on Sundays. With genuine pain and sorrow 
I find that there is at the bottom of Miss Montagu's mysticicm 
some sort of connection with Christian teaching. The connection is very much 
more pronounced in the writings of Mr. C. G. Montefiore. I cannot now enter 
into this very urgent subject. I notice that Dr. Abrahams ignored the last 
paragraph in my letter dealing with “progressive revelation.” I pointed out 
that this has now led to new theories in Liberal Judaism about “ the Divine 
suffering and the eternal sacrifice of God for the sake of Hiscreation?” CanDr. 
Abrahams find “ the fullest authority in Jewish literature” for these theories? 
He has, I submit, entirely failed to justify Miss Montagu’'s views, which I 
have criticised. These views are, according to [or. Abrahams, derived from 
second-hand sources, I have shown that the latter have not been correctly 
interpreted by Miss Montagu and Dr. Abrahams. The new Libera! 
Jewish doctrines are neither Jewish Mysticism nor are they free from 
connection with Christian teaching. Once again [ cry: Let Liberal Judaism 
pause awhile before it rejects the teaching of the synagogues. Let it pause a 
— longer before it attempts to embody in its doctrines Christian views and 
ideas. 


The Westminster Jews’ School.

Sig,—I regret very much that Mr. C, G. Montefiore does not even attempt 
to explain the extraordinary treatment meted out to me by the Headmistress of 
the Westminster Jews’ Free School. Are we still living in the spirit of the 
Christian Middle Ages? Does Mr. Montefiore think he can frighten or punish 
me by putting me under the ban’ Are we now to be afraid of a Liberal 
 Cherem excommunication 

Is it hkely that the Headmistress acied as she did without instructions from 
ber superior authorities’? All that Mr. Montefiore ofters is a string of questions. 
He wishes to know, like a Grand Inquisitor of old, why I desired to enter the 
classrooms. Was it “ just to have a look round,” or were there “any special 
juestions " which I wished to put to the children, or were these questions 
* relative to school work or to any out-of-school actions or omissions ” ? 

Surely Mr. Montefiore knows quite well what purpose I have in visiting 
a Jewish school founded by the synagogue where I am privileged to officiate. 
What is good enough for Mr. Montefiore and those who work in his spirit 
should, i claim, be good enough for me, single-handed though I be. My 
criticism Of Miss Montagu’s paper on “Judaism,” which Mr. Montefiore so 
angrily calls “silly misrepresentation,” appeared in your issue of January 24th. 
Lam given to understand that three days later Mr. Montetiore visited the 


Westminster Jews’ Free School and asked questions in the boys’ school with 


regard to my private work. Next day I visited the school and was refused 
permission to enter the class-rooms. Facts speak louder than words. 

I now ask, why was I refused admission’ The Headmistress refused to 
give me any explanation. 

Mr. Montefiore now wishes to know the object of my visu. In a word, the 
object was to do my duty. I wished to impress upon the children their duty of 
attending synagogue service on the Sabbath. Very few, I fear, go to the 
synagogues where their parents are accustomed to worship. Had I been 
admitted, I might have asked the children who attend the Hill Street Syna- 
gogue whether their parents were aware of the fact and approved of their so 
doing. 

I have acted in a similar way on previous occasions, and no protest was 
made by the school authorities. Despite Mr. Montefiore s denial, I must 
repeat the fact that “children who attend my synagogue classes have been 
recently approached by Miss Montagu in order to persuade them to attend her 
religious classes at her club.” 

I note that Mr. Montefiore does not discuss my statement that “within the 
last twelve months, influence has been brought to bear to persuade some of 
the girls of the school to attend” the Liberal Synagogue and the services at the 
Girls’ Club. 

May I very sincerely suggest that the whole question of providing divine 
worship suitable for the children; be at once taken in hand, The teachers, in 
collaboration with the Chief Rabbi, could arrange 4 special children’s service 
for boys and girls, say, under ten years of age. This service could be entrusted 
to Miss Bird, who is in charge at Miss Montagus Girls Club. Then the 
children above ten should go to synagogue. They could be prepared by their 
worship at the club to follow and appreciate the synagogue service. I am 
anxious to let bygones be bygones. Iam ready to help. Let us think of the 
children and do our best to help them. If trust my suggestion will bear fruit.

MR. BALFOUR AND PALESTINIAN JEWRY. 


Palestinian Jewry has sent five delegates, under the leadership of Mr. 
David Yellin, to take part in the London Zionist Conference, In Paris, the 
delegates were presented by M. Nahum Sokolow to Mr. Balfour, who, in reply 
to an address by Mr, Yellin, said that the scheme for reconstituting Palestine 
as the Jewish National Home was like every great scheme, difficult of realisa- 
tion: but he was sure that by the energy and perseverance of the Jews 
themselves, and with the support of Britain, America, and other countries, all 
difficulties would be overcome and their object attained. 


THE INTER-ALLIED ZIONIST CONFERENCE, 
‘COMMU NICATED. } 

The Zionist leaders now in Paris are returning to London to take part in the 
forthcoming Inter-Allied Zionist Conference, which will be held on the 25th, 
26th and 27th inst., at Salisbury House, London Wall. The members of the 
Executive Committee will be present, including M. Nahum Sokolow, Dr. 
Victor Jacobson, Dr. Schmarya Levin and Dr. Chaim Weizmann; M. Julius 
Simon, M.N. Ussichkin, M. A. Podlischevsky, M. F. Rosoff, Mr. L. Kessler 
and M. Leo Moizkin, of the Actions Committee, will also be present, 

Delegations have already arrived or are on their way, in many cases thanks 
to the assistance of the British Foreign Office, from Palestine, Poland, 
Ukrainia, Czecho-Slovakia, Russia, Rumania, Italy, Switzerland, Holland, 
Sweden, Denmark, Belgium, France, New Zealand, and America. The 
American Delegation includes Mr. Felix Frankfurter, Head of the War 
Industries Arbitration Board; Mrs. Mary Fels, Editor of the Public ; and Mr. 
Jacob de Haas, Secretary of the Zionist Organisation of America. 


The Conference will be held in private. Officials reports will be issued.

THE PALESTINE. POLICY .OF THE PEACE 
CONFERENCE, 


A FORECAST AND A PROTEST, 

A communication from the Paris Correspondent of the Wesfminster 
Gasette appeared in that journal last week (says.the Jewis/: World) setting out 
his idea of the way in which the Peace Conference will decide to put into effect 
the British Declaration in regard to Jews and the future of Palestine, in which 
the other Powers have expressed tentative concurrence. What this corre- 
spondent sets forth is. that for the present there is to be a mere scheme of 
emigration, the Jews being invited to migrate “in ample numbers,” “ their 
friendly reception by the Syrians” being predicated as well as “efficient assist- 
ance ” (presumably by the Jews) “ for the speedy development of Palestine.” 


These three things being assured, we are told (the Jewish World continues} 
that : 


It is proposed that Palestine should come under the awgis of Great 
Britain. That is obviously the only course that would commend itself 
to the Jews, since our nation has always exhibited a special generosity 
towards them. It is understood that there would be no attempt to inter- 
fere with the government of the country, but that nevertheless some sort 
of Council of their own should be established and recognised for the 
management of their own affairs. Some day perhaps they will be strong 
enough to form an independent nation, with their own laws and their own 
rulers, but for the present their claims must necessarily be modest. It 
is a beginning that is needed, and the rest will follow more or less 
automatically. 
We agree implicitly, of course, concerning Palestine coming under the «gis of 
Great Britain (the Jewish World concludes). But with such a scheme we 
very much doubt whether Jews in Palestine will ever be strong enough to form 
a nation, independent (which is not at the moment at least a vital question) or 
otherwise, and we dissent from the view that “the rest "—if by that is meant 
a full acquisition of Jewish national rights—“ will follow.” certainly not 
automatically.” 


In reference to the above the following letter was published in the Wesé- 
minster Gazette of Friday last: 


To the Editor of the “ Westminster Gazette.” 


SIR,— Will you permit me, as a life-long Zionist, one who for years 
was a member of the executive committee of the movement, and who acted 
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as one of the vice-presidents of the Congress, to express my dismay at the 
suggestion made by your Paris correspondent of the manner in which the 
British Government and the Peace Conference propose to put into effect 
the declaration made by Mr. Balfour in November, 1917 ? 

The declaration promised support for a “ national home for the Jewish 
people.” Your correspondent adumbrates a scheme whereby Jews pari 
passu with other peoples may migrate into the country and colonise it with- 
out their being suffered to “interfere ”"—and I stress that word—"‘ with the 
government of the country,” being content with “some sort of Council of 
theirown . . . for the management of their own affairs.” This seems to 
me a sorry sort of national settlement, and it occurs to me that, if that is 
all there is in it, Mr. Balfour's declaration was—to say the least——super- 
fluous. In any country brought under the «gis of Great Britain, free 
colonisation for all races and all faiths would be secure, and certainly no 
differentiation would be set up against Jews, while,no objection has ever 
been raised by far more backward Governments than the British to Jews 
and all sorts of people having “ Councils” of their own. 

The fact is, the real difficulty that is encountered in envisaging the estab- 
lishment of a national home for the Jewish people in Palestine is that 
Jews are a minority in the country, and that Arabsare in amajority. Bat if 
the principle of self-determination by the large ethnic groups throughout 
the world is of any value, it cannot be limited by mere accidental presence 
in a given territory. The fourteen million of Jews in the world have main- 
tained themselves as a separate ethnic group. Surely if any people has won 
the right to self-determination, the Jews have. They have gained it by the 
blood and tears of twenty centuries of persecution on the one hand, and 
resistance to the material allurements of other civilisations on the other, 
These are surely sufficient to establish the Jewish claim to recognition, It 
is the fourteen million of Jews who form the still separate Jewish people who 
have to be kept in view, and not the few who have been enabled to re-settle 
in Palestine. 

My object in writing isa practical one. If all that comes out of the 
British Declaration is a mere colonising scheme decked out with what your 
correspondent calls ‘‘some sort of Council of their own” to give it some 
political semblance, then a national re-settlement in Palestine there will 
never be. There will not be any political attraction to the country, and 
those who wend their way thither, either through sentimentality or the 
stress of circumstances, will not become nationally Jewish in the sense 
that you are nationally English, and that we Jewish Nationalists desire the 
Jews in Palestine to be nationally Jewish. Only a Jewish Government in 
Palestine, based upon Jewish law and Jewish polity, will attract to that 
country—at least, that is the Zionist creed ; it was the basis upon which 
Dr. Herzl founded the movement—sufficient Jews from all parts of the 
world to constitute there a Jewish national home worthy of the name. 

The Peace Conference may well wish to see whether Jews will migrate 
to Palestine, and will take upon themselves the responsibilities of govern- 
ment there awaiting them, and for that purpose may very reasonably insti- 
tute a tentative period before constituting the country a Jewish Common- 
wealth. But if, as your Paris correspondent seems to suppose, all that 
the Peace Conference will do is to express a pious hope that the Jews 
will migrate thither, and that, becoming the majority, the country will 
thus become Jewish in the sense that Whitechapel to some extent, the 
Bowery in New York toa much larger extent, and Berdichief, in Poland, 
to an extent of ninety-five per cent., are Jewish, it will be committing a 
capital error. It is well that non-Jews shall be warned of this in time, 
because the re-settlement of Jews in Palestine is not a Jewish qvestion merely 
in the sense of being a question for Jews. It is a question also for the 
world. As Mr. Balfour, in the article from which you published a sum- 
mary at the same time as the letter from your Paris correspondent, showed, 
the Jewish question is one of the world-questions which have to be settled. 
The present world-position of the Jew is bad for himself. It is infinitely 
worse for the worldatlarge. It grows worse every day that it remains in its 
present position, and it will materially worsen, it will grow immensely in 
danger—that is inevitable—if the Powers of the world, with Great Britain 
at their head, having raised in Jews the hopes they have, the Peace Confer- 
ence turns what Jews were led to believe wasa prospect at their very hands 
of their resettlement as a nation in the land of their fathers down to the 
bathos of a mere paltry scheme of emigration.—Obediently yours,

AN AMERICAN ANTI-NATIONALIST PROTEST. 


The following statement, signed by a number of American Jews, 
is reported to have been forwarded to President Wilson. It is probably the 
statement referred to by Mr. Kahn in his cable to the President, which we 
recorded last week 


“As afuture form of government for Palestine will undoubtedly be con- 
idered by the approaching Peace Conference, we, the undersigned citizens of 
the United States, unite in this statement, setting forth our objections to the 
organisation of a Jewish State in Palestine as proposed by the Zionist Societies 
in this country and Europe and to the segregation of the Jews as a nationalistic 
unit in any country. ; 

“We feel that in so doing we are voicing the opinion of the majority of 
American Jews born in this country and of those foreign born who have lived here 
long enough to thoroughly assimilate American political and social conditions. 
The American Zionists represent, according to the most recent statistics avai!- 
able, only a small proportion of the Jews living in this country, about 150,000 
out of 3,500,000. (American Jewish Year Book, 1918, Philade!pbia.) 

“At the outset we wish to indicate our entire sympathy with the efforts of 
Zionists which aim to secure for Jews at present living in lands of oppression 
a refuge in Palestine or elsewhere, where they may freely develop their capa- 
bilities and carry on their activities as free citizens. 

“But we raise Our voices in warning and protest against the demand of the 
Zionists for the re-organisation of the Jews as a national unit, to whom, now or 
in the future, territorial sovereignty in Palestine shall be committed. This 
demand not only misinterprets the trend of the history of the Jews, who ceased 
to be a nation 2,000 years ago, but involves the limitation and possible annul- 
ment of the larger claims of Jews for full citizenship and buman rights in all 
lands in which those rights are not yet secure. For the very reason that the 
new era upon which the world is entering aims to establish government every- 
where on principles of true democracy, we reject the Zionistic project of a 
“national home for the Jewish people in Palestine.” 

“Zionism arose as a result of the intolerable conditions under which Jews 
have been forced to live in Russia and Rumania. But it is evident that for 
the Jewish population of these countries, variously estimated at from six to ten 
millions, Palestine can become no homeland. Even with the improvement of 
the neglected condition of this country, its limited area can offer no solution. 
The Jewish question in Russia and Rumaniacan be settled only within those 
countries by the grant of full rights of citizenship to Jews. 

; “We are all the more opposed to the Zionists, because they, themselves, 
distinctly repudiate the solely ameliorative programme. They demand and 
hail with delight the “ Balfour Declaration” to establish “a national home for 
the Jewish people in Palestine,” i.e,,a home not merely for Jews living in 


countries in which they are oppressed, but for Jews universally. No Jew,

wherever he may live, can consider himself free from the implications of such a 
nt. 

“The willingness of Jews interested in the welfare of their brethren to aid 
in redeeming Palestine from the blight of centuries of Turkish misrule is no 
acceptance of the Zionist project to segregate Jews as a political unit and to 
re-institute a section of such a political unit in Palestine or elsewhere. 

“At the present junciure in the world's affairs, when lands that have hitherto 
been subjected to foreign domination are to be recognised as free and inde- 
pendent states, we rejoice in the avowed proposal of the Peace Congress to put 
into practical application the fundamental principles of democracy. That 
principle, which asserts equal rights for all citizens of a state irrespective 
of creed or ethnic descent, should be applied in such a manner as 
to exclude segregation of any kind, be it nationalistic or other. Such segre- 
gation must inevitably create differences among the sections of the populatioa 
of acountry. Any such plan of segregation is necessarily reactionary in its 
tendency, undemocratic in spirit and totally contrary to the practices of free 
government, especially as these are exemplified by our own country. We there- 
fore strongly urge the abandonment of such a basis for the re-organisation of any 
state. 

“Against such a political segregation of the Jews in Palestine or elsewhere 
we object: 

“1. Because the Jews are dedicated beart and son! to the welfare of the 
countries in which they dwe'! under free conditions. All Jews repudiate every 
suspicion of a double allegiance, but to our minds it is necessarily implied in 
and cannot by any logic be eliminated from the establishment_of a sovereign 
State for the jews in Palestine. 


“Py the large part taken by them in the great war, the Jews have once and 
for all shattered the base aspersions of the anti-Semites which charged them 
with being aliens in every land, incapable of true patriotism, and prompted only 
by sinister and self-seeking motives. Moreover, it is safe to assume that the 
overwhelming bulk of the Jews of America, England, France, Italy, Holland, 
Switzerland, and the other lands of freedom, have no thoughts whatever of 
surrendering their citizenship in these lands in order to resort to a “ Jewish 
bomeland in Palestine.” As a rule, those who favour such a restoration 
advocate it not for themselves but for others. Those who act thus, and yet 
insist on their patriotic attachment to the countries of which they are citizens, 
are self-deceived in their profession of Zionism, and under the spell of an 
emotional romanticism, or of a religious sentiment fostered through centuries 
of gloom. 

"2. We also object to political segregation of Jews for those who take their 
Zionistic professions seriously as referring not to “others” but to themselves. 
Granted that the establishment of a sovereign Jewish State in Palestine would 
lead many to emigrate to that land, the political conditions of the millions who 
would be unable to migrate for generations to come, if ever, would be made far 
more precarious. Rumania—despite the pledges of the Berlin Treaty—bhas 
legally branded ber Jews as aliens, though many are descended from families 
settled in that country longer than the present Rumanian Government has 
existed. The establishment of a Jewish State wiil manifestly serve the 
malevolent rulers of that and other lands asa new justification for. additional 
repressive legislation. The multitudes who remain would be subject to worse 
perils, if possible, even though the few who escape might prosper in Palestine, 

“3. We object tothe political segregation also of those who might succeed 
in establishing themselves in Palestine. The proposition involves dangers 
which, it is manifest, have not had the serious consideration of those who are 
so zealous in its advocacy. These dangers are adverted to in a most kindly 
spirit of warning by Sir George Adam Smith, who is generally acknowledged 
to be the greatest authority in the world on everything connected witb Palestine, 
either past or present. Ina recent publication, “Syria and the Holy Land,” 
he points out that there is absolutely no fixity to the boundaries of Palestine. 
These have varied greatly in the course of the centuries, The claims to various 
sections of this undefined territory would unquestionably evoke bitter contro- 
versies. “Itis not true,” says Sir George, “that Palestine is the national 
home of the Jewish people and of no other people.” “It is not correct to call 
its non-Jewish inhabitants ‘Arabs,’ or to say that they have left no image of 
their spirit and made no history except in the great Mosque.” “Nor 
can we evade the fact that Christian communities have been as long in posses- 
sion of their portion of this land as ever the Jews were.” “These are legiti- 
mate questions,” he says, “stirred up by the claims of Zionism, but the 
Zionists have not yet fully faced them.” 

“To subject the Jews to the possible recurrence of such bitter and sanguinary 
conflicts which would be inevitable, would be a crime against the triumphs of 
their whole past history and against the lofty and world-embracing visions of 
their great prophets and leaders. 

“4. Though these grave difficulties be met, still we protest against the 
political segregation of the Jews and the re-establishment in Palestine of a 
distinctly Jewish State as utterly opposed to the principles of democracy which 
it is the avowed purpose of the World's Peace Conference to establish. 

“Whether the Jews be regarded as a “race” or as a “religion’” it is con- 
trary to the democratic principles for which the world war was waged to found 
a nation oneither or both of these bases. America, England, France, Italy, 
Switzerland, and all the most advanced nations of the world are composed of 
representatives of many races and religions. Their glory lies in 
the freedom of conscience and worship, in the liberty of thought 
and custom which binds the followers of many faiths and varied civilisations 
in the common bonds of political union. A Jewish State involves fundamental 
limitations as to race and religion, else the term “Jewish” means nothing. To 
unite Church and State, in any form, as under the old Jewish bierarchy, would 
be a leap backward of 2,000 years. 

“The rights of other creeds and races will be respected under Jewish 
dominance,” is the assurance of Zionism. But the keynotes of democracy are 
neither condescension nor tolerance, but justice and equality. All this applies 
with special force to a country like Palestine. That land is filled with associa- 
tions sacred to the followers of three great religions, and as a result of migrating 
movements of many centuries contains an extraordinary number of different 
ethnic groups, far out of proportion to the small extent of the country itself, 
Such a condition points clearly to a reorganisation of Palestine on the broadest 
possible basis 

“5. We object to the political segregation of the Jews, because it is an 
error toassume that the bond uniting them is of a national character. They are 
bound by two factors: First, the bond of common religious beliefs and aspirations, 
and secondly, the bond of common traditions, customs, and experiences, 
largely, alas! of common trials and sufferings. Nothing in their present status 
Suggests that they form in any real sense a separate nationalistic unit. 

“The re-organisation of Palestine as far as it affects the Jews is but part of a 
far larger issue, namely, the constructive endeavour to secure the emancipation 
of the Jews in all the lands in which they dwell. This movement, inaugurated 
in the eighteenth century and advancing with steady progress through the 
western lands, was checked by such reactionary tendencies as caused the expul- 
sion of the Poles from Eastern Prussia and the massacre of Armenians in 
Turkey. As directed against Jews these tendencies crystallised into a political 


‘movement called anti-Semitism, which bad its rise in Germany. ItS virulence 


spread (especially) throughout Eastern Europe, and led to cruel outbreaks in 
Rumania and. elsewhere, and to the pogroms of Russia, with their dire con- 
sequences, 

“To guard against such evils in the future we urge that the great constructive 


movement, so sadly interrupted, be re-instituted, and that efficient measures be 


taken to insure the protection of the law and the fall rights of citizenship to 
Jews in every land. If the basis of the re-organisation of governments is 
henceforth to be democratic, it cannot be contemplated to exclude any group of 
people from the enjoyment of full rights. 

“As to the future of Palestine, it is our fervent hope that what was once “a 
promised land” forthe Jews may become a “land of promise ” for all races and 
creeds, safeguarded by the League of Nations, which, it is expected, will be one 
of the fruits of the Peace Conference, to whose deliberations the world now 
looks forward so anxiously and so full of hope. We ask that l’alestine be con- 
Stituted as a free and independent State, to be governed under a democratic 
form of government, recognising no distinctions of creed or race cr ethnic 
descent, and with adequate power to protect the country against oppression of 
any kind. We do not wish to see Palestine, either now or at any time in the 
future, organised as a Jewish Sta‘e. 


CHINESE GOVERNMENT ENDORSES BRITISH 
DECLARATION. 

Mr. E. S. Kadoorie, Fresident of the Shanghai Zionist Association, has 
received the following letter from the Chinese Government .— 

Peking, December 14th, 1918. 

Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of June 
Gth, 1918, informing me that the English Zionist Federation, with which you 
are affiliated, was inreceipt of a letter dated December 2nd, 1917, from Mr. 
A.J. Balfour, British Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, in which he 
declared the sympathy of the British Government with the Zionist aspirations 
for the establishment in Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish People, 
and that you were anxious to enlist our sympathy. 

' In reply, I have the honour to inform you that the Chinese Government 
has adopted the same attitude towards the Zionist aspirations as the british 
Government. 

I have the honour to be, Sir, your obedient servant, 
For the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
TcCHENG 
Vice-Minister of Foreign Affairs in Charge. 

Mr. Kadoorie's letter was personally conveyed to Peking by Judge 
Lobingier, of the United States Court in Shanghai, and handed by him to Dr. 
Paul Reinsch, the American Minister to China, who in his turn banded it to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

In view of the valued support rendered to the Zionist cause, the Shanghai 
Association has resolved to inscribe the names of Dr. Elden R. James, American 
Legal Adviser to the Royal Siamese Government, Bangkok, and Dr. Paul 
Reisnsch, in the Golden Book of the Jewish National Fund. 


SOUTH AFRICAN STATESMEN ON ZIONISM. 

The Acting Prime Minister (the Hon. F. S. Malan) speaking ata Johannes. 
burg gathering in cs<nection with the South African Zionist Federation, in 
celebration of the Allied victory and the coming re-establishment of Palestine 
as the Jewish National Home, siid that he trusted the realisat.on of their long 
deferred hope would be the re-birth of the Jewish people, and that the re-birth 
would be of lasting benefit to them in particular and humanity in general. He 
hoped also that the founding of a National Home for Jewsin Palestine would 
not interfere with the duty of the majority of the race to remain domiciled in 
different countries, to take a full share in the rights and obligations 
of full citizenship of the countries to which they belonged. In

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that connection he wished to bear witness to the loyal way in 
which the Jews in the Union had at all times supported the constitutional 
authority responsible for the government of the country. In conclusion, he 
thanked them for the way in which they received the momentous 
Declaration of the British Government, and for the appreciation expressed 
for the valiant deeds of the Empire's forces in liberating Palestine, 

Lord Buxton, Governor-General of South Africa, sent a message in which 
he stated that Mr. Balfour's aspiration for a Jewish National Home was 
endorsed by all civilised nations. The fulfilment of the aspirations of the 
Jews would depend on the Jews themselves, and no doubt they would show 
themselves worthy of the traditions of their race and nation. 


THE MIZRACHI CENTRE. 

A public meeting, under the auspices of the Mizrachi Centre, was held 
last Sunday, at the Great Philpot. Street Synagogue. The Chief Rabbi 
presided. 

The Cuter Rapst, in opening the meeting, said ha felt it a great honour to 
have been elected President of the Mizrachi Centre of this country. He bad 
taken part in Zionist work for the last thirty years on three continents, 

Rabbi MEIER BERLIN (of New York) said that in America the Mizrachi 
Organisation was very strong. The fundamental idea of the Mizrachi was to 
take the Jews back to Palestine, where they could live in accordance with 
Jewish ideals and Jewish tradition. |The Mizrachi wanted not only a land for 
thé Jews but a Jewish Land. Ail orthodox Jews should unite and beip in the 
building up of a real Jewish Yishub. 

Rabbi LevintHat (of New York) said the time bad gone by when appeals 
had to be made for membership. Every Jew ought to come forward now and 
give a helping hand to the Mizrachi. The Mizrachi wanted to establish in 
Palestine a home for Judaism as well asa home for the Jew. The Mizrachi 
now had about 100,000 organised members. 

Rabbi Sit.ver (of Chicago) made an appeal for funds for the Organisation, 
which resulted in a collection of about / 300. 

Rabbi Asuinsky (of Pittsburg) and Rabbi Gotp (of New York) also 
addressed the meeting, and appealed to those present to join the Mizrachi 
Organisation. Over three hundred new members were errolied. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and speakers was moved by Rabbi 
Dr. SCHONFELD, Vice-President of the Mizrachi, seconded by Dayan I'ELD- 
MAN, and supported by Dayan S. I. HILLMAN. 

A meeting of the Central Committee was held on Wednesday week, the Chief 
Rabbi presiding. The Delegates of the American Mizrachi to the Inter-Allied and 
Neutral Zionist Conference were present by special invitation. Applications for 
the affiliation of the “Congregation cf Jacob” Synagogue, the Ohabe Zion Society 
of Paris, and Sheffield Mizrachi, were granted, Rabb S, J. Rabbinevitz (Liverpool), 
was elected delegate of the Mizrachi Centre to the fortheoming Zionist Conference. 
Mr. E. Karlin was elected as his substitute. The Chief Rabbi, Rabbi Dr. V. Schon- 
feild, and Rabbi I. J].

They are Mr. Morris 
Wiachewsky, the distinguished Jewish writer and leader of the Jewish Socialists, 
a recent convert to Zionism, and Mr. Joseph barondess, the well-known orator. 
The visitors will remain in London for a short period. 


-AN INDUSTRIAL ENTERPRISE IN PALESTINE. 
In Lodz, agroup of big industrialists have combined for the purpose of found- 
ing a joint-stock company with acapital of 10 million marks which will establisha 
great weaving, spinning and dressing mill in Palestine. The Jewish manu- 
facturers in Lodz are convinced that Palestine can easily become a centre of 
manufacturing industry, with a market in the Orient and the Balkan States.

The Chairman said that they were seriously disappointed at not having 
Dr. Schmarya Levin present that evening, but unfortunately he was prevented by 
iliness from coming among them, They had, however, two eminent Rabbis from 
America~-Rabbi Meier Berlin, of New York, and Rabbi Ashinsky, of Pittsburg—to 
whom they were much indebted for travelling a long distance to be present. Kabbi 
J. J. Yoffey moved the following resolution ;—*‘' I hat this mass meeting of Manchester 

Jews appeals to the Peace Conference by means of the Petition to recognise the 
aspirations acd historic claims of the Jewish people with regard to Palestine, and to

declare that in accordance with the British Government's Declaration of November 
2nd, 1917, endorsed by the Allied Governments and the President of the United States, 
there should be established such political, administrative, and economic conditions in 
Palestine as will assure, under the Trusteeship of Great Britain, acting on behalf of 
such League of Nations as may be formed, the development of Palestine into a Jewish 
Commonwealth, it being clearly understood that nothing shall be done which shall 
prejudice the civil afd religious rights of existing non-Jewish communities in Palestine 
or the rights and political status enjoyed by Jews in any other country.” Rabbi Yoffey 
said that one of the reasons for signing the Petition was that the League of British Jews 
claimed to represent the Jewish Community here, and it opposed the establishment of 
a National Home for Jews in Palestine. There could not be greater “ chutzpah” ttan 
for the League to deciare that its opinion was a Jewish opinion. He would be willing 
to compromise to the extent that members of the League might remain in England 
and other Jews could proceed to Eretz Yisroel. Rabbi Ashinsky, who spoke in Yiddish, 
seconded the resolution, which was supported by Dr. P. I. Wigoder, and carried 
unanimously. Rabbi Meier Berlin, wh>s spoke in Yiddish, appealed for 
support of the Mizrachi movement. The Rev. M. M. Cohen moved, 
Miss Weisberg seconded, and Mr. N. 1. Adler supported a vote of thanks 
to the reverend speakers, for whom Rabbi Berlin responded in Hebrew.— 
A crowded gathering assembled at the Beth Hamedrash of the United Synagogue, 
Rabbi I. J. Yotfcy, the President of the Mizrachi Society, extended a hearty weicome 
to the American guests, Rabbis Berlin and Ashiasky. He mentioned that no less than 
550 members had already been enrolled in Manchester. Rabbi Belin urged the import- 
ance of forming a Ladies’ Society in Manchester, and stated that in America the 
ladies had given active assistance to the Mizrachi movement and played an important 
part in its progress. Mr. Jerome Jacobs moved ‘' That a Ladies’ Mizrachi Society be 
now established in Manchester.’ This motion was carried unanimously. The 
Chairman made a special appeal for contributions for propaganda work, and pointed 
Out that certain expenses for maintenance and for a secretary and office were 
necessary for the success of the movement. A substantial sum was at once raised. 
Subsequently a reception was held at Zion Hall, over whith Mr. Jerome Jacobs 
presided.—At a recent meeting of subscribers to the City Zionist Society, the following 
were elected: Messrs. Edward H. Langdon, J].P., President; Jerome Jacobs and Dr. P. 1.

Mr. Balfour and the Government Declaration.

Sir,—In your excellent leader, “ Mr. Balfouron Zionism,” you say that the 
introduction to Mr. Sokolow’'s book “is less remarkab'e for what it says thao 
for the personality of the man who wrote it.”

In view of the absence of any 
official pronouncement on the Jewish question by the Paris Conference, does 
Zionism still hope that the Declaration is anything more than a Government 
promise ? 

Mr. Balfour, in his introduction to Mr. Sokolow's book, says “in the case 
of no other religion are its aspirations and hopes expressed in language and 
imagery so utterly dependent for their meaning on the conviction that only 
from this one land, only through this one history, only by this one people, is 
full religious knowledge to spread through all the world.” Yes, that is what 
we Jews believe if the 13.7? has any meaning at all. And it is precisely 
because the Christians believe the same of their religion that I never expected 
a Christian State, in trying to realise its religious ideal, would allow any rival 
in the field. 

“ Promises are like pie-crust,” we were often told in our young days. 
What importance, therefore, should we attach to that species of political 
pulisserie of which we have had so many samples during the last four years? 


A Jewish Commenwealih in Palestine.

Sir,—lI feel mach honoured that you should have deemed my letter, which 
you were good enoug to publish in your last issue, worthy of an editSrial 
appendix. My letter was designed to put before the Jewish public a céftain 
aspect of the very difficult Palestine question more prominently than it had 
hitherto been put. That object has, I think, been achieved as much by your 
criticism as by your publication of the letter, and I therefore do 


‘not propose ito accept your invitation to lay before your readers 


the persgnal views of one ‘unknown to them on such subjects as 
the merits of Turkish administration. To do so would be as little 
pertinent to the point made in my letter as the imputation of views and 
motives contained in your criticism, If I may briefly restate that point, it is 
that no statesman, be he Jew or Gentile, who owns allegiance to the greatest 
Mohammedan power in the world, can entirely disregard the trend of Moham- 
medan opinion in India. This, Sir, is surely a question of practical and not 
sentimental statecraft, and I am encouraged to believe that it is so regarded in 
the United Kingdom by a leader entitled ‘A Central Asian League’ ” which 
appeared in the Times of 13th February. This leader was published after-I 
sent you my letter, but before the issue of the JEWisH CHRONICLE containing 
it; otherwise I might have been accused of plagiarism, for the Times leader- 
writer, using in One phrase the very words used by me, declares: 

There 1s a strong feeling of sympathy for Turkey among the Moslems of Central 
Asia and India alike, and the trend of Mohammedan opinion should be taken into 
account by the delegates at Paris. 

I leave it to your readers to judge whether a world problem can be solved 
by a phrase such as ‘a few hundred thousands of Arabs,” and whether it 
would not be wiser for those who desire to see a Jewish Palestine to abstain 
from needlessly antagonising the many millions who follow the Islamic faith.

RESULT OF THE 1918 APPEAL, 


A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held last Monday 
at 36, Hallam Street. Mr. ArTHUR E. FRANKLIN, the President, presided. 

The PRESIDENT moved a vote of condolence to the family of the late Rev, 
D. Wasserzug. He referred to the great services rendered by Mr. Wasserzug 
to the Board, of which he was a member. 

The Rev. I. Harris, M.A., associated himself with the motion, which was 
unanimously carried. 

The PRESIDENT also referred to the loss sustained by the Board through 
the death of the late Mr. H. G. Meyer. 

Arrangements were made for carrying on the Sabbath Classes, in accord- 
ance with the suggestion of the Advisory Committee, advising the appointment 
of Miss Harris as Superintendent as desired by the teachers. 

The report of the Attendance Committee showed a great falling-off in the 
number of attendances owing to raids and the influenza epidemic. 

Miss Hannah Hyam was appointed a member of the Supervision Committee. 

At the suggestion of the PRESIDENT, Rabbi Dr. Jung was unanimously 
elected a member of the Board. 

Letters were read from the London County Council, proposing to increase 
the charges for accommodation of the Classes owing to higher payments to 
caretakers. 

The Board decided to appoint a Superintendent and two teachers at salaries 
amounting to £125 a year, at the Marylebone Church School, to give instruction 
to Jewish pupils at that School. 

The question of an increase in the scale of teachers’ salaries provoked a 
long debate. The teachers had made urgent representation for an immediate 
increase in the scales of salaries. Mr. 1. GOLDSTON warned the Board that 
unless the scales were revised they would lose the services of all the teachers. 

It was ultimately decided to instruct the Executive Committee to prepare 
a scheme for increase in the scale of teachers’ salaries. 

Mr. J. BERNBERG proposed that steps be taken at an early date to 
re-Organise the Committees of Managers of the classes of the Board. He 
thought the time had come for reconstruction, for afier having attended some 
of the Schools he felt convinced of the great need for re-organisation. 

It was agreed to write to all the Managers, asking them to give informa- 
tion a3 to what services they were giving. 

The Rev. Isinore Harris (Chairman of the Appeal Committee) com- 
municated to the meeting the result of the 1918 collection. - He said that the 
Board had asked the Community for £3,000, and received £2,945. The result 
was not unsatisfactory, considering that it was /237 more than the 1917 collec- 
tion. As soon as the collecting lists were in print they would have to call the 
Appeal Committee together to start the appeal for 1919. Although there might 
be one or two other appeals going forward, they could not wait, or they would 
find themselves in the position of Horace’s rustic, who waited for the tide to 
flow by before he ventured to cross the stream. They must press their claims 
upon the Community, which were growing more insistent, This year and 
henceforward they would want nearer 44,000 than £3,000, being required to 
increase the teachers’ salaries by several hundred pounds a year to meet the 
growing cost of living; and, in addition to that heavy new burden, the 
London County Council were demanding increased rent for their class- 
rooms. And their educational equipment, which had been allowed to fall into 
arrear during the war, would have to b2 replaced. So a very great effort 
would have to be made to bring home to the Community the responsibility 
resting on them in regard to the maintenance of the Classes. They were giving 
Hebrew and Keligious instruction to thousands of L.C.C. children who, but 
for them, would probably grow up ignorant of the tenets of their faith, and a 
danger tothe Community. The Board practically held the religious destinies 
of these children and the Community's good name in its hands. The majority 
of the Classes were in the East End; and at atime when there was so much talk 
of communal reconstruction for the East End, and of the responsibility of 
West End Congregations for this quarter of London, people ought to bear 
in mind that the Jewish Religious Education Board was constructive work 
of the very first importance. It was said thousands of years ago: ‘Do. not 
read thy children, but thy builders,” and the statement was absolutely true 
to-day, Therefore, every congregation, in the West End at least, ought to 
come {to their assistance. He was sorry to Say that last year some of the 
largest and most flourishing congregations did scarcely anything for them, 
Mr. Harris appealed to his fellow-muinisters, in particular, to share with the 
Board its heavy financial burden. 


Jewish Children’s Dinners’ Association: 
A Babies’ Milk Fund.

Sir,—I must thank you for the help which you have extended to the 
Jewish Children’s Dinners Association (formerly known as the Jewish Penny 
Dinners) for many years in accepting donations of large and small amounts 
from many generous donors. The necessity for receiving contributions has 
now ceased, as the work of the Jewish Children's Dinners Association is 
entirely undertaken by the London County Council. Satisfactory arrangements 
have been made, with the approval of the ecclesiastical authorities, by which 
the strict observance of the Jewish dietary laws is safeguarded. Later on, the 
disposal of our funded property will be dealt with in consultation with the 
Charity Commissioners. At present the interest is being utilised to pay a 
pension to an old and valued employee. 

May I suggest that the flow of generous gifts should not entirely cease, but 
should be diverted into another channel? Milk is sorely needed for delicate 
infants and children attending our Jewish Infant Welfare Centres in connection 


with the excellent institution, the Sick Room Helps Soc:ety, Maternity Home, 
and District Nursing Association in Underwood Street. It is unnecessary to 
emphasise the need for the preservation of child life. At present, owing 
to the high price of milk, there are many cases where help is needed to 
provide enough of this essential commodity. 

If you arestill willing to open the hospitable columns of this paper (and 
the “Young Israel” Supplement) for the purpose, I will gladly receive and 
acknowledge the amounts, and forward them to the Treasurer of the Infant 
Welfare Branch of the Institution. The President, Lady Samuel, and the 


Committee associated with her, will greatly appreciate this new avenue of 
assistance. The collection can be known as the Babies’ Milk Fund.

Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham. 


SIR STUART SAMUEL AND DR. GASTER ON 
FRIENDLY SOCIETIES’ WORK. 


Nearly three hundred guests were present at the Monnickendam Rooms, 
Great Alie Street, on Sunday, the occasion being the installation dinner and 
ball of the Henry Bernstein Lodge, Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham. 
The President of the Lodge, Bro. S. BINDERMAN, presided, 

The loyal toast was proposed by the CHAIRMAN. 

Bro. I. J. BENSON proposed ‘' Success to the Order.” In doing so, he said 
the Order had been established since 1888, and possessed over seventy lodges 
and had 8,200’members. The great success it had achieved was due to the 
excellent workers in its ranks, among whom were men like Bro. J]. Jacobs and 
Bro. S. E. De Haas. They could also include among their workers those 
whom they had there that night: Sir Stuart Samuel, Dr. Gaster, Capt. de 
Rothschild, and last but not least, Mr. Robert Waley Cohen. It was, indeed, 
an honour to a friendly society to welcome such leaders of the community as 
its visitors, and by their presence they showed that the Friendly Society Move- 
ment had now reached such a position that the work they did was appreciated 
by the community. 

Bro. J. Levy, Grand President, in responding, said that it was a great 
happiness to him to be able to acknowlege the toast under conditions more 
hopeful than he had dared to dream possible a little while ago. (Hear, hear.) 
The Lodge had come out of the war with prospects better to-day than beiore 
the war, and with an additional capital of 410,000. (Applause) The capital 
of the Order at the end of 1914 was £31,000. at the end of 1918 it was / 41,000. 
(Applause.) The annual income to-day was upwards of 420,000. During the 
four and half years of horror, while people spoke of reconstruction after the war, 
they examined their position during the war and instituted such changes as now 
rendered the Order more secure and its financial arrangements much better 
than at any time in its history. (Applause.) But they could not have stood 
such a strain entailed by the war but for the loyalty of their members. The 
best thing they did was so willingly and for so long to bear the burden of pay 
ing the contributions of those members who had joined I1.M. Forces. 
(Applause.) The members remaining at home paid /6.000 for the 
members who had been serving. (Loud applause.) Of 7,500 male 
members in the Order, 1,400 joined H.M. Forces—(hear, hear)— 
notwithstanding the fact that many other members could not join 
On account of age and many because of nationality. Unhappily they had 
to mourn the loss of some sixty members, all young men. There were signs of 
great increase of membership during the coming year, and they said that every 
Jewish man and Jewish woman should join the Order and so help in the work 
not only for the good they would be doing themselves, but also for the 
material assistance they would be giving to the Community as a whole. 
The great feature of the day was that the claim they had advanced for 
many years, thatthey were entitled to greater consideration by the Community, 
was being recognised. The Friendly Societies bad elected representatives on 
the Joint Foreign Committee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, and on the Jewish Welfare Council; they had been invited toelect 
a representative at the Board of Guardians, and had been given representation 
on the Board of Deputies under its new Constitution. In the latter connection 
they had to thank a gentleman who was present that evening and who was a 
great friend and supporter of the Friendly Societies: movement, He referred 
to Sir Stua t Samuel, the President of the Association, who was also President 
of the Board of Deputies. (Loud applause.) 

Bro. B. A. FERSHT, in proposing “ Success to the Henry Bernstein Lodge,” 
said those who were members knew exactly what they deserved, but to the 
visitors he had to justify the toast. From his point of view, he judged a lodge 
and the position it occupied in the Order in terms of / s. d., not sordid / s. d. 
as understood by mere spayments of contributions, or benefits received, but 
by benevolence, which had a call on every member of the Order. No lodge in 
the Order observed that call more than the Henry Bernstein Lodge. 
Whenever they at the Head Office required any sort of help, their thoughts 
at once turned to the WHenrv Bernstein Lodge, and that Lodge 
had never disappointed them. The future held many questions 
which the best minds of the Community were trying to. solve, 
especially questions affecting the East End of London. Any scheme 
that might be brought forward for the betterment of the lot of 
the people would find the Henry Bernstein Lodge ready to contribute 
either money or men for its execution. But he was bound to say there would 
be one condition attending that, and he must mention that at once, because 
they had present distinguished visitors. ‘Hitherio most of the schemes which 
had been embarked upon had emanated from people who had not been resident 
in the East End of London, although very often they knew a very great deal 
about the East End. He thought he was voicing the opinion of many members 
when he said that, until those of the West End were ready to discus; their 
plans with their organisations which existed in the East End, they could not 
expect any assistance. He hoped, therefore, those who wanted their help 
would come forward in this desirable spirit, for their help depended whether 
schemes became successful or not. 

Bro. S. BINDERMAN, in replying, gave figures recording the growth of the 
Lodge. The Lodge was always ready to bear its share of the burden of the 
Order, and in any future schemes that came along, tbe Henry Bernstein Lodge 
would not be lacking in enthusiasm to play its part 

“ The Visitors and Ladies” was proposed by Bro. S. E. De HAas. He 
said that that evening they were more than proud of their visitors. They had 
with them their venerable brother, Dr. Gaster, an hon. member of their organisa- 
tion and an hon. memberof other friendlysocieties. They had thereagentlemanof 
whom it might well be said that had he not taken a great interest in East End Jewry 
they would not bave been assembled in that room that evening. (Applause). 
He was the truest friend of the Friendly Society Movement in Jewry. In 1911, 
when the Jewish Board of Deputies thought it beneath their dignity to take any 
action for Jews who came under the National Health Bill, it was Sir Stuart who 
took the lead and did such service as rendered the position safe and satisfactory, 
and who obtained for the Jew the same privilege as the rest of the country, and 
also gained some consideration in the Bill for aliens. They had also present 
Mr. Robert Waley Cohen, Vice-President of the United Synagogue. He was 
present to see what sort of men were really in the Friendly Society Movement, 
He was sure they were not disappointing him. Mr. Cohen had great hopes of the 
Friendly Societies’ assistance in the Council of Welfare he had set up in the 
United Synagogue, and he specially appealed to men and women—especially to 
women—of the Jewish Friendly Societies to come forward and render assistance 
as visitors to hospiials and institutions. He would gladly welcome women 
who had time and a little means at their disposal. Last, but not least, 
they had to welcome Captain Anthony de Rothschild. Five years ago he 
(Mr. de Haas) expressed to the Captain the hope that he would take an 
interest in Friendly Society work. By his presence that evening that hope was 
fulfilled. He was also going to take an interest in that great institution which 
appealed to the heart of every Jew, the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, of 
which he had accepted the presidency. He was appealing for £20,000 for that 
institution, and although the Lodge had already sent a donation, he (Mr. de 
Haas), proposed after the dinner, to add to that from the generosity of those 
present, (Applause.) 

Dr. GASTER, who had a cordial reception on rising to acknowledge the toast, 
said he did not exactly know why he should be considered a visitor, seeing that 
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he had been associated with Friendly Society work and organisations. He did not 
know any Jewish Society he had not been associated with, long before the 
West End ever dreamed of their existence. He had always done 
his best to show that they should all pull together. He was sorry to say that in 
his opinion the dream of the wonderful times that were to follow the Peace were 
only dream$. Let them hope that the dreams would be realised. They, how- 
ever, had not come there to indulge in dreams, but to find what théy had still 
todo. In the motto ofthe Order, in the words which the President had used, 
were summed up all that was characteristic of Jewry of all time throughout the 
world. They were unity, fidelity, and benevolence. The Jews were character- 
ised by being a charitable people. It was not charity, as ordinarily understood 
by charity in the best sense; the ward rachmanout meant that kind of charity 
which led a man to feel proud that his brother had not forgotten him, and that 
made the giver feel proud to be abletogive. It was the kind of charity, 
fashioned out of loving kindness, simplicity, and out of the heart itself, when 
the right hand did not know what the left band gave. It was that kind of 
charity that meant a man ought to stand by someone in time of trouble. 
In the Friendly Societies with which he had been connected for 
twenty-five years he saw that kind of rachmanout. The Chairman 
had spoken of co-operation. He called aspadea spade. It was classical that 
some of their friends had done wonderfully well in the Community. Bat what 
they had to stand for was for the democratic principle, the work of the Friendly 
Societies must remain independent. He wanted them to understand that position 
very well, because upon it would rest the benefit which the rest of the Community 
would derive from its actions. He drew a parallel between the influence of the 
Friendly Societies upon Jewry and that of the Gulf Stream upon Britain. It was 
the warm, beneficent influence of the Gulf Stream which tempered the harsh 
climate of these latitudes and made Britain a land of green pastures and soft 
hills and fertile soil. It was the warm influence of the Friendly Societies which 
would assist in the amelioration of the peoplein East London. But the Friendly 
Societies could not allow their influence to be dissipated by any merging of that 
influence. They must assist by co-operation, not by assimilation, to dissipate 
indifference, ignorance, and want of charity—that was the duty of the Friendly 
Societies if they were to be of any value to the Community. There was no use 
denying that in every community there were various societies and sections, and 
sometimes these took up different points of view. They had to look after the 
best interest of Judaism as a whole and to see that justice was done. 


Sir STUART SAMUEL responded on behalf of the ladies. He said that he felt 
the honour of being asked to reply for the ladies, for it was many a day since that 
duty had devolved upon him. He thought the last was when he was married. 
(Laughter.) But he supposed the real reason was because he had danced in 
that hall with the grandmothers of some of the young people present. (Loud 
laughter.) A good many of those present must have been reminded of 
the old Jewish Working Men's Club, which was established on that 
spot and which had done so much to promote “friendly society.” (Laughter.) 
He was glad to know that the ladies had done so well during the war. He was 
glad that there were ladies’ lodges, and he hoped the ladies would enrol in 
increasing numbers and take a larger share in the life of the Order. He thought 
it would be advantageous if the ladies’ movement were extended, and he 
suggesied that the Council might consider whether they would not send a lady 
member as a representative of the Frienuly Societies to the Board of 
Deputies. (Applause.) He would feel it a very great honour if the first 
woman member was a representative of the Friendly Societies. (Applause.) 
With regard to what had been said as to the Friendly Society Movement, he 
thought that, in view of the great power it wielded, of its great influence, and 
of the ability of its leaders, he thought it might well consider the reorganisa- 
tion of the West End. (Hear, bear.) If the movement were extended to the 
West End, where at the present time there were few lodges, it would be greatly 
to the advantage of the Jewish Community. And (indicating Capt. de Roth- 
schild and Capt. Waley Cohen) they might see two popular sons of two popular 
fathers who were present that evening as the first members representing the 
West End Society of the Friendly Societies Movement—(laughter and cheers) — 
nominated from the East End for the reconstruction of the West. (Applause.) 
He thought nothing but good could come if the principles of independence 
and self-reliance which went to the root of the Friendly Society Movement 
were extended to the West End. Far from wanting to pat anyone on the back, 
he put it forward seriously. The West End had very much to learn from the 
East. He would like to draw attention to the fact that practically every move- 
ment for the benefit of the Jewish Community during the last twenty years had 
risen and taken its origin from the East End of London. Nearly all the most 
popular and efficient charities had risen in the East End out of small 
beginnings, and thar they had extended so far was due to the selfless devotion 
of those men who were not rich men, but who had warm hearts for their less 
well off brethren. This was the principle at the bottom of the Friendly Society 
Movement. While providing for the rainy day for oneself, one provided for 
the rainy day of one's brother. No wonder that at the present time all the 
important institutions of the Community asked the Friendly Societies to send 
their representatives to their Boards. 


The toast of “ The Medical Officers ” was responded to by Dr. B. Morris. 


Conference of Friendly Societies. 


An adjourned meeting of the Conference of Friendly Societies was held on 


Sunday at the offices of the Grand Order of Israel, 4, Houndsditch, Sir 
STUART M, SAMUEL presided. 


After considerable discussion, it was agreed to amend the constitution so as 
to make representation one delegate per 1,000 members, and to limit the 
number of delegates from any one Organisation to eight. 


Representatives of the English Zionist Federation attended to address the 
Conference on the question of co-operation in Zionist work, 


The PRESIDENT, in his introductory remarks, urged that the visitors 


should enlighten them as to the exact nature of the Zionist plans, concerning 
which they were very much in the dark, 


Mr. M. Suire, while not responding to the President's invitation, dealt 
with certain general questions which were to the fore at the moment. He 
urged that the Friendly Societies should co-operate by buying Shekolim and 
contributing to the Jewish National Fund and the English Zionist Federation. 

Dr. SCHMARYA LEVIN answered some current objections to the Palestine 
scheme. He cited the achievements of Willcox in Egypt and Mesopotamia to 
prove that science could enable seemingly barren lands to support large 
populations. He stated that the condition of the Arabs had greatly improved 
wherever they had been associated with the Jewish settlers in Palestine, and that 
the so-called Arab question was a bogey. If, as some opponents urged, it was 
a crime for Jews to want to live nationally, then the whole of Europe was 
criminal, He urged them to co-operate in Zionist work, so that in the 
future their children could not reproach them with their abstention when the 
Jewish Commonwealth was being evolved. 


Mr. L, EISEN also addressed the meeting, and a discussion followed. 


The Association of Friendly Societies elected Mr. M. Cash and Mr. 
Michael Levy to represent the Societies on the Joint Foreign Committee of the 
Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association,

AN EAST END PHILANTHROPIST. 


Mr. Abraham Zoobris, of 15, Hannibal Road, Stepney, died on Wednesday, 
February 5th, at the age of forty-four. He was for fourteen years tlre Collector 
of the Redman's Road Talmud Torah, and the Shammas of the Synagogue 
in connection with that institution. Among his personal belongings was found 
a note-book in which he kept an account of his earnings week by week and the 
amount thereof, which he put aside for charity—exactly one-tenth, the "WVD, 
of his weekly wages. From the time that be came to England, over twenty 
years ago, he had regularly put aside one-tenth of his earnings to be given in 
charity. Of this tithe, the major portion was distributed before Passover in 
the form of Matzos to the parents of the poor pupils. No one had any suspicion 
that he was giving away of his own substance. When questioned as to 
whence he obtained the Matzos, he would reply: “As I go on 
my rounds as Collector, well-to-do subscribers to the Talmud Torah 
give me them for distribution among the poor.” In this manner he bas spent 
for charitable purposes no less a sum than £200 out of his own meagre wages. 
Truly, Abraham Zoobris was a The Committee of the Talmud Torah 
feel his loss most keenly, for they have lost not only a conscientious servant 
but a friend, and a noble example to the children who were privileged to be 
taught byhim. His memory will always be revered by pupils, teaching staff 
and Committee, subscribers and friends. He leaves behind a widow and four 
young children. Before the funeral left the house, Rabbi B. Schneiderman 
delivered a Hesped to a crowded gathering. A memorial service was held on 
Sunday last at the Synagogue of the Talmud Torah. Rabbi B. Schneiderman 
and Rabbi M. Rabbinowitch delivered Hespeds, and the Rev. Mr. Grundstein,

Most members of the Society are probably aware that Mr. Lan Davis offered 
himself to the Royal Naval Air Service early in the war, received the King’s Com- 
mission and was engaged in the duties of the Service in the Near Fast until October, 
1915, when he was reported missing. From that time no news has been received, 
and his relatives have sorrowfully come to the conclusion that his death must be 
inferred. Mr. Lan Davis was born in 1887 at Bromley, Kent, was educated at St. 
Paul’s School, where he gained juniorand senior scholarships, matriculated at London 
University, and became Secretary and Director of J]. H. Dallmeyer, Limited, whose 
works he removed and installed in a new factory erected under his own supervision at 
Willesden. Among his scientific papers was one on the theory of the Iris Diaphragm, 
and he published a guide to Telephotography (Routledge). He was of a somewhat 
retiring nature, and seldom spoke at the Society's meetings, except when delivering a 
lecture, but was at all times ready to impart to his fellow members from the store of

Sirk,—Mr. Sydney Strowe's suggestion in your last week's issue (that new 
labour conditions and a working week of five days “hold out prospects of 
Sabbath observance to every Jew”) is, 1 think, an excellent one, Only last 
Wednesday, at a meeting of the Mizrachi Central Committee in London, Rabbi 
Meier Berlin (President American Mizrachi) informed the meeting that the 
Mizrachi in America had actually carried out this suggestion and made it an 
accomplished fact. 

I think it is the duty of the Mizrachi in England, now a strong and 
organised body, to follow the example of the sister association in America and 
convene, at the earliest opportunity, a meeting of Trade Union leaders and 
employers in order to put this scheme into operation.
